An  ordinance  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph 
1400  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion, as  amended),  this  Article  being  known  generally  as 
the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  in  order  that  a  permit 
may  be  issued  for  the  construction,  erection  or  conversion 
of,  or  addition  to,  any  building  or  other  structure  to  be 
used  for  an  outdoor,  drive-in,  motion  picture  theatre  within 
the  confines  of  the  property  known  generally  as  "Carlin's 
Park",  and  being  more  particularly  described  as  the 
roughly  triangular  area  bounded  by  Druid  Park  Drive, 
Park  Circle,  Sequoia  Avenue,  the  Western  Maryland  Rail- 
road tracks  and  Liberty  Heights  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  1400  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition,  as  amended),  this  Article  being 
known  generally  as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore 
City,  be  and  they  are  hereby  complied  with  in  order 
that  a  permit  may  be  issued  for  the  construction, 
erection  or  conversion  of,  or  addition  to,  any  build- 
ing or  other  structure  to  be  used  for  an  outdoor, 
drive-in,  motion  picture  theatre  within  the  confines 
of  the  property  known  generally  as  "Carlin's  Park", 
and  being  more  particularly  described  as  the  roughly 
triangular  area  bounded  by  Druid  Park  Drive,  Park 
Circle,  Sequoia  Avenue,  the  Western  Maryland  Rail- 
road tracks  and  Liberty  Heights  Avenue. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(23)  Guilford  Avenue,  from  Mt.  Royal  Avenue  to 
Lexington  Street,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  one-way 
street  for  vehicular  traffic,  and  shall  be  used  by  said 
traffic  in  a  southerly  direction.  Nothing  in  this 
sub-section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  limit  the 
movement  of  railroad  engines,  tractors  and  cars  in  a 
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northerly  direction  on  said  portion  of  Guilford  Ave- 
nue; provided  that  all  railroad  engines,  tractors  and 
cars  moving  northerly  at  night  time  shall  be  equipped 
with  red  lights  or  other  warning  devices. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

(If)  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  park,  at  any 
time,  on  the  east  side  of  Paca  Street,  between  the 
north  building  line  of  the  premises  known  generally 
as  409  S.  Paca  Street  and  Russell  Street;  and  be- 
tween the  hours  of  7.00  A.  M.  and  10.00  A.  M.  and 
between  the  hours  of  4.00  P.  M.  and  6.00  P.  M.,  on 
any  day,  no  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stop  on  said 
portion  of  the  east  side  of  Paca  Street.

(49)  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stop,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  7.30  A.  M.  and  10.00  A.  M.  and 
between  the  hours  of  4.00  P.  M.  and  6.30  P.  M.,  on 
any  day,  on  the  east  side  of  Charles  Street,  between 
North  Avenue  and  Twenty-sixth  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  61-77,  inclusive,  of  Article  12 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Health", 
sub-title  "Hotels  and  Rooming  Houses",  and  adding  Chap- 
ter 15A  to  Article  5  of  said  Code,  title  "Building  Regula- 
tions", to  follow  immediately  after  Chapter  15  thereof  and 
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to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Chapter  15A  Licenses  for 
Rooming  Houses  and  Multiple  Family  Dwellings",  provid- 
ing generally  for  the  licensing  of  rooming  houses  and 
multiple  family  dwellings  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  Inspections  made  by  the  municipal 
agencies  show  that  many  buildings  in  Baltimore  City 
are  being  used  to  house  a  greater  number  of  room- 
ing and  dwelling  units  than  permitted  by  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  over-crowding  of  land  and  build- 
ings leads  to  and  is  recognized  as  one  the  principal 
causes  of  lack  of  maintenance  and  the  general  de- 
terioration of  neighborhoods  into  blighted  and  slum 
areas;  and 

Whereas,  Such  over-crowding  places  an  unwar- 
ranted burden  upon  trash  and  garbage  collection 
facilities  and  other  municipal  services,  resulting  in 
dangerous,  unsanitary  conditions,  thereby  affecting 
adversely  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  occupants  of 
the  buildings  over-crowded  and  the  City  at  large; 
and 

Whereas,  People  occupying  such  over-crowded 
structures  lack  adequate  sanitary  facilities  and  other 
necessary  facilities  to  prevent  hazards  from  disease ; 
and 

Whereas,  Reports  from  the  Fire  Department  in- 
dicate such  over-crowding  constitutes  a  serious  life 
hazard  to  the  occupants  and  others  living  nearby 
and  that  adequate  means  of  egress  are  rarely  pro- 
vided; and 

Whereas,  Over-crowding,  with  its  resultant  lack 
of  maintenance  and  the  multiplication  of  health  and 
fire  hazards  generates  a  creeping  paralysis  which 
ultimately  affects  large  sections  of  the  City ;  and 
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Whereas,  There  is,  at  the  present  time,  no  peri- 
odic inspection  of  multiple  family  dwellings  to  deter- 
mine compliance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  present  license  fees  charged  for 
rooming  houses,  lodging  houses  and  hotels  are 
wholly  inadequate  to  pay  even  a  fraction  of  required 
inspectional  services;  and 

Whereas,  The  annual  licensing  and  inspection  of 
rooming  houses,  multiple  family  dwellings  and  any 
combination  thereof,  are  required  to  protect  the  pub- 
lic health,  safety,  morals  and  general  welfare  and 
are  in  the  public  interest ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  61-77,  inclusive, 
of  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Health",  sub-title  "Hotels  and  Rooming 
Houses",  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  that 
Chapter  15 A  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to 
Article  5  of  said  Code,  title  "Building  Regulations", 
said  new  Chapter  to  follow  immediately  after  Chap- 
ter 15  thereof,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  15A 

LICENSES  FOR  ROOMING  HOUSES  AND 
MULTIPLE  FAMILY  DWELLINGS 

1.    License  Required 

No  person  shall  conduct  or  operate  or  cause  to  be 
conducted  or  operated  either  as  owner,  lessee,  agent, 
or  in  any  other  capacity  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  any  rooming  house,  or  mul- 
tiple family  dwelling,  or  any  combination  thereof, 
at  one  location,  without  having  first  obtained  a  li- 
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cense  or  a  temporary  certificate  to  do  so  as  herein- 
after provided. 

2.    Definitions 

(a)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  word 
"Person"  shall  mean  and  include  natural  persons, 
copartnerships,  corporations  and  associations,  and 
shall  include  persons  of  both  sexes. 

(b)  A  "rooming  house"  shall  be  and  is  deemed  to 
be  any  house,  building,  or  combination  of  buildings, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  which  is  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  occupied,  or  actually  occupied,  with  or 
without  meals,  as  the  abiding  place  of  five  (5)  or 
more  individuals  who  are  not  related  to  the  owner  or 
lessee  of  the  same,  and  shall  include  but  is  not 
limited  to  hotels,  motels  or  lodging  houses. 

(c)  A  "multiple  family  dwelling"  shall  be  and  is 
deemed  to  be  any  house,  building  or  combination  of 
buildings,  or  any  portion  thereof,  used  or  intended 
to  be  used  for  more  than  two  dwelling  units  or  two 
dwelling  units  and  any  other  occupancy,  such  as 
commercial  or  office  occupancy,  and  shall  include  all 
apartment  houses,  garden  apartments,  and  apart- 
ment hotels. 

(d)  The  term  "or  any  combination  thereof"  as 
used  in  Section  1,  shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  any 
combination  of  three  (3)  or  more  rooming  units  and 
dwelling  units. 

(e)  The  term  "dwelling  unit"  as  used  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  a  room  or  group 
of  rooms  forming  a  single  habitable  unit  occupied 
by  one  or  more  persons  with  facilities  which  are 
used  or  intended  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  occu- 
pants of  such  unit  for  living,  sleeping,  eating  and 
cooking. 
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(f )  The  term  "rooming  unit"  as  used  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  a  room  or  group 
of  rooms  forming  a  single  habitable  unit  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  living  and  sleeping  but  not 
for  eating  or  cooking. 

3.    Application  for  License 

(a)  (1)  Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  Ordinance  the  operator  of  every  existing 
rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling  or  any  com- 
bination thereof  shall  make  application  to  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, for  a  license  for  such  business.  Such  appli- 
cation shall  be  made  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  by 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

(2)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
thereupon  issue  forthwith  a  no-charge  temporary 
certificate  stating  that  a  license  has  been  applied  for 
and  that  such  license  shall  be  issued  or  denied  after 
the  building  has  been  fully  inspected. 

(3)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall  make 
an  inspection  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  build- 
ing is  in  compliance  with  the  building  Code  and  shall 
send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Fire  Department  for  their  inspections 
to  determine  whether  or  not  the  building  is  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Health  and  Fire  Codes  of  Baltimore 
City. 

(4)  If  the  building  to  be  licensed  is  located  within 
an  Urban  Renewal  Area,  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the 
Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency  to 
determine  what  plans,  if  any,  that  Agency  has  for 
said  building. 

(5)  The  Health  Department  and  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  report  the  result  of  their  inspections  to 
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the  Building  Inspection  Engineer.  Their  report 
shall  state  either  that  a  license  can  be  issued  or  that 
it  cannot  be  issued  because  of  certain  violations  of 
law.  In  the  latter  case,  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  cor- 
rect the  violations  sent  out  either  by  the  Health  De- 
partment or  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Building  Inspection  Engineer,  and  he  shall  also  be 
notified  when  the  violation  notice  has  been  abated. 

(6)  When  the  building  has  been  approved  for  a 
license,  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  shall 
notify  the  applicant,  in  writing,  that  the  application 
has  been  approved  and  that  the  license  must  be  ob- 
tained within  thirty  (30)  days  or  the  use  discon- 
tinued, unless  a  reasonable  extension  of  time  has 
been  approved  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

(7)  The  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  before 
granting  any  rooming  house  license  shall  examine 
into  and  investigate  the  character  and  qualifications 
of  applicants  therefor.  No  rooming  house  license 
shall  be  issued  to  any  person  to  conduct  a  hotel, 
rooming  house,  motel  or  lodging  house  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  unless  such  person  is  of  ascer- 
tained good  moral  character,  and  when  application 
for  such  license  is  made  the  applicant  shall  present 
himself  in  person  to  the  Building  Inspection  Engi- 
neer with  satisfactory  proof  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. When  application  for  a  license  is  made  by  or 
on  behalf  of  a  corporation,  copartnership  or  associa- 
tion, such  application  shall  be  made  by  the  manager, 
officer,  agent  or  other  person  who  will  have  the 
charge  and  management  of  such  hotel,  rooming 
house,  motel  or  lodging  house. 

(b)  Every  rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwell- 
ing, or  any  combination  thereof,  to  be  established 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  first 
obtain  a  license  before  beginning  operation.  Appli- 
cation shall  be  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
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spection  as  above  provided  and  acted  upon  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  the  date  of  filing. 

4.  License  Fees 

Whenever  a  license  is  issued  or  renewed,  an  an- 
nual license  fee  shall  be  charged  therefor.  The 
amount  of  the  fee,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  as 
established  by  the  Board  of  Estimates.  The  Board 
shall  fix  the  amount  of  the  fee  on  the  basis  of  recom- 
mendations received  from  time  to  time  by  the  several 
departments  and  agencies  of  the  Municipal  Govern- 
ment having  to  do  with  the  subject  matter  of  this 
sub-title  and  the  fees  shall  also  be  based  generally 
upon  the  number  of  rooming  units  in  rooming  houses 
and  the  number  of  dwelling  units  in  multiple  family 
dwellings  for  which  a  license  is  issued. 

5.  Renewal  Licenses 

Each  license  shall  expire  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issuance  and  shall  be  renewable  annually,  at  a  fee 
based  on  the  above  stated  rates,  upon  application  to 
and  approval  of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

6.  Revocation  of  License 

A  license  shall  be  denied  or  revoked  or  a  renewal 
license  refused  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
upon  certification  by  his  office  or  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  or  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, or  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  any  of  the 
following  conditions : 

(1)  That  the  operator  of  the  business  failed  to 
comply  with  any  lawful  notice  to  correct  violations 
of  the  laws  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, or  any  rules  or  regulations  provided  for  herein 
concerning  health,  safety,  morals  or  general  welfare 
of  the  occupants  of  the  rooming  house,  multiple 
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family  dwelling,  or  any  combination  thereof,  or  the 
public  in  general  within  sixty  (60)  days  or  within 
the  time  stated  in  the  notice; 

(2)  That  the  operator  of  the  business  or  his  mana- 
ger, officer  or  agent  having  charge  and  management 
of  the  business  suffered,  allowed  or  permitted  the 
building,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  which  such  license 
relates,  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  ill  fame,  brothel, 
bawdy  house  or  disorderly  house,  for  the  purpose  of 
prostitution,  fornication,  lewdness,  adultery,  or 
other  immoral  practices. 

7.  Notice  and  Hearing 

No  license  shall  be  denied  or  revoked  or  a  renewal 
license  refused  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
unless  he  shall  first  have  given  the  holder  of  or 
applicant  for  the  same  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days 
notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  revoke,  deny  or 
refuse  to  renew  such  license,  and  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  by  him  as  to  why  such  should  not  be  done ; 
this  provision  as  to  notice  and  hearing  shall  not 
apply  where  there  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
or  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  imminent 
danger  to  the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  people. 

8.  Imminently  Hazardous  Buildings 

Whenever  any  building  or  any  part  thereof  is 
found  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  or  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  be  imminently  hazardous  to  the 
health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  people,  the  appro- 
priate City  Agency  may  post  the  building  or  the 
appropriate  part  thereof  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  or  unsafe  and  shall  order  such  building 
or  the  appropriate  part  thereof  vacated.  Any  build- 
ing or  any  part  thereof  so  vacated  shall  not  again 
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be  used  for  human  habitation  or  otherwise  until  the 
hazard  has  been  eliminated  and  the  appropriate  City 
Agency  has  given  written  approval  for  re-occu- 
pancy. 

9.  Transfer  of  License 

Any  person  taking  over  the  operation  of  a  licensed 
building  may  have  the  existing  license  transferred 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  for  which  it 
was  issued  upon  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection  within  15  days  of  his  taking  over  said 
operation  and  upon  the  payment  of  a  transfer  fee 
of  One  Dollar  ($1.00) .  No  refunds  shall  be  made  to 
those  discontinuing  operation  or  who  sell,  transfer, 
give  away,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  a  licensed  build- 
ing to  another  person.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
affect  the  validity  of  any  sale,  transfer,  or  disposi- 
tion of  any  interest  in  real  estate. 

10.  Guest  Register  Required 

Every  person  to  whom  a  rooming  house  license 
shall  have  been  issued  to  operate  a  hotel,  motel, 
rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  shall  at  all  times, 
keep  a  standard  hotel  register,  in  which  shall  be 
inscribed  the  names  of  all  guests  or  persons  renting 
or  occupying  rooms  in  such  house,  which  register 
shall  be  signed  by  the  person  renting  a  room  or 
rooms,  or  by  some  one  under  his  direction.  Such 
registration  must  be  made,  and  after  the  name  or 
names  are  so  inscribed  or  registered  the  manager  of 
the  motel,  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house, 
or  his  agent,  shall  write  the  number  of  room  or 
rooms  which  such  guest  or  person  is  to  occupy,  to- 
gether with  the  time  when  such  room  is  rented ;  all 
of  which  shall  be  done  before  such  person  is  per- 
mitted to  occupy  such  room  or  rooms.  When  a  guest 
relinquishes  occupancy,  the  manager  in  charge  shall 
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note  in  the  register  the  time  and  date  of  leaving. 
All  entries  shall  be  in  ink  and  shall  not  be,  in  any 
manner,  erased,  obliterated  or  defaced.  Such  regis- 
ter shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  by  any 
guest  of  the  house  wherein  such  register  is  kept, 
and  to  any  inspector  or  peace  officer  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  or  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

11.  Registry  in  Different  Name 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  write  or 
cause  to  be  written  in  any  motel,  hotel,  rooming 
house  or  lodging  house  register,  any  other  or  dif- 
ferent name  than  the  true  name  of  such  person  or 
the  name  by  which  such  person  is  generally  known. 

12.  Rooms  Numbered 

Any  person  to  whom  a  license  shall  have  been 
issued,  as  provided  in  this  sub-title,  shall  cause  each 
sleeping  room  or  apartment  to  which  such  license 
relates,  to  be  numbered  in  a  plain  and  conspicuous 
manner,  the  number  to  be  placed  on  the  outside  of 
the  door  and  no  two  doors  shall  bear  the  same 
number. 

13.  Letting  Rooms  to  Persons  of  Opposite  Sex 

No  room  shall  be  assigned  to  two  persons  of  the 
opposite  sex,  except  in  the  case  of  children  accom- 
panied by  parent  or  guardian,  unless  such  persons 
shall  be  registered  as  husband  and  wife. 

14.  Sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors 

No  person  to  whom  a  license  shall  have  been 
issued  to  conduct  and  operate  a  rooming  house, 
multiple  family  dwelling,  or  any  combination 
thereof,  shall  sell,  barter  or  exchange  spirituous,  malt 
or  vinous  liquors,  or  knowingly  suffer,  permit  or 
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allow  any  spirituous,  malt  or  vinous  liquors  to  be 
sold,  bartered  or  exchanged  in  said  licensed  prem- 
ises, without  first  having  procured  a  license  author- 
izing him  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  liquors. 

15.  Person  Liable  for  Prosecution 

(a)  Where  a  license  shall  have  been  issued  to  any 
co-partnership,  corporation,  or  association  to  con- 
duct a  rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling,  or 
any  combination  thereof,  any  person  having  charge, 
management  or  control  thereof  shall  be  liable  to 
prosecution  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  liability 
of  any  person  or  persons  to  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  show  that  such  person  was  at 
the  time  of  the  act  of  violation  the  person  in  actual 
charge,  management  or  control  of  the  licensed  prem- 
ises in  which  such  act  is  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted. 

16.  License  to  be  Posted 

The  person  to  whom  any  license  is  issued  shall 
display  it  in  the  lobby,  vestibule  or  other  prominent 
and  public  place  on  the  premises  during  all  the 
period  it  is  effective. 

17.  Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Commissioner  of  Health,  the  Building  In- 
spection Engineer  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment are  each  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  such  orders  and  to  make  and  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance  for  the  pro- 
welfare  of  the  people. 
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18.  Penalty  for  Violation 

Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  or  any  lawful  order,  rule  or  regula- 
tion issued,  made  or  adopted  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health,  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  or  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority granted  to  them  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  or  who  fails  to  apply  for  or  obtain  the 
license  required  by  the  Ordinance,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not 
less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  and  each 
day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

19.  Buildings  Exempt  from  Payment  of  License 
Fee 

All  eleemosynary,  religious,  benevolent  or  chari- 
table associations  and  all  Governmental  Agencies 
shall  apply  for  and  secure  the  license  herein  required 
but  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  fee  for 
the  same. 

Sec.  2.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 

(a)  Any  and  all  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and 
resolutions  and  any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all  laws, 
ordinances,  regulations  and  resolutions  in  force  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance,  are  hereby  declared  not  to 
be  applicable  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance; 
and 

(b)  In  the  event  it  be  judicially  determined  that 
any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  sec- 
tion or  part  in  or  of  this  Ordinance,  or  the  applica- 
tion thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  in- 
valid, the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application 
of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  or- 
dained the  remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  para- 
graph, section  or  part,  or  the  application  thereof,  so 
held  invalid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  City  Comptroller  to  sell  at 
either  public  or  private  sale,  in  accordance  with  Section

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to  a  portion  of  that 
lot  of  ground  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  with 
the  improvements  thereupon,  on  the  west  side  of  Falls 
Road,  North  of  Coldspring  Lane;  the  improvements  there- 
upon being  known  as  No.  4668  Falls  Road.

(37a)  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  park  at  any 
time  on  the  southwest  side  of  Liberty  Heights  Ave- 
nue between  the  first  driveway  east  of  Tioga  Park- 
way and  the  first  driveway  west  of  Reisterstown 
Road;  and  between  the  hours  of  7:00  A.  M.  and 
10:00  A.  M.  on  any  day,  no  vehicle  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  stop  on  said  portion  of  the  southwest  side 
of  Liberty  Heights  Avenue. 
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(37b)  No  vehicle  shall  be  permited  to  stop  at  any 
time  on  the  southwest  side  of  Liberty  Heights  Ave- 
nue between  the  first  driveway  west  of  Reisterstown 
Road  and  the  intersection  of  Reisterstown  Road. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Sec- 
tion 130  (35)  of  said  Article  and  sub-title,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  Sections  89A  to  89P,  inclusive,  to  Arti- 
cle 38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Traffic  Regulations",  to  follow  immediately  after  Sec- 
tion 89  thereof  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Towing 
Vehicles",  providing  generally  for  the  licensing  and  regu- 
lation of  all  persons  and  agencie  engaged  in  the  business 
of  towing  vehicles  disabled  by  collision  or  accident  re- 
lating to  the  charges  for  such  service,  the  use  of  repair 
agreements,  the  providing  of  bail  for  persons  involved  in 
a  motor  vehicle  collision  or  accident,  prohibiting  solicit- 
ing towing  business  at  the  scene  of  an  accident  and  the 
use  of  police  radios  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of 
such  business,  fixing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  relating  generally  to  the  towing  of  dis- 
abled motor  vehicles  in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  89A  to  89P,  in- 
clusive, be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  38 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code   (1950  Edition),  title 
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'Traffic  Regulations",  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  89  thereof,  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title 
"Towing  Vehicles",  and  to  read  as  follows: 

TOWING  VEHICLES 

89A.  Declaration  of  Policy.  For  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  general  welfare  and  public  interests 
of  the  community,  safe-guarding  the  public  interests 
against  fraud,  discrimination,  deception  and  similar 
abuses,  and  eliminating  the  retarding  of  traffic,  un- 
necessary street  congestion,  unnecessary  delays  and 
traffic  hazards,  the  towing  of  vehicles  disabled  by 
collision  or  other  accidents  shall  be  subject  to  super- 
vision and  administrative  control  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, as  in  this  sub-title  provided. 

89B.  Short  Title.  The  sub-title  shall  be  known  as 
the  "Baltimore  Towing  Ordinance". 

89C.  Definitions,  (a)  Whenever  used  in  any 
clause,  the  singular  pronoun  shall  include  the  plural, 
and  vice  versa,  and  the  masculine  shall  include  the 
feminine  and  neuter,  and  vice  versa. 

(b)  "Towing  Company"  means  a  natural  person, 
partnership,  corporation,  fiduciary,  association  or 
other  entity  owning,  operating  or  conducting  the 
business  of  disentangling,  removing  or  towing  ve- 
hicles damaged  by  collision  or  other  accident. 

(c)  "Towing"  means  the  moving  or  removing 
and/  or  the  preparation  thereof  of  a  disabled  vehicle 
by  another  vehicle  for  which  service  a  charge  is 
made,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  A  charge  made 
indirectly  refers  to  dues  or  other  charges  of  bona 
fide  clubs  or  associations  which  provide  towing  serv- 
ices. 

(d)  "Towing  Vehicle"  means  a  vehicle  that  tows, 
carries   or   removes   a   disabled   vehicle  for  a  fee 
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charged  either  directly  or  indirectly.  A  fee  charged 
indirectly  refers  to  dues  or  other  charges  of  clubs 
or  associations  which  provide  towing  services. 

(e)  ''Disabled  Vehicle"  means  a  motor  vehicle 
which  has  been  damaged  or  rendered  inoperative  as 
the  result  of  a  collision  or  accident  and  not  as  a  re- 
sult of  wear  and  tear  or  mechanical  failure. 

(f )  "Person"  means  every  natural  person,  partner- 
ship, corporation,  fiduciary,  association  or  other 
entity.  Whenever  used  in  any  clause  prescribing 
and  imposing  a  penalty,  the  term  "person"  as  ap- 
plied to  any  partnership  or  association  shall  mean  the 
partners  or  members  thereof,  and  as  applied  to  any 
corporation  shall  include  the  officers  thereof. 

89D.  Licenses,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  engage  in  towing  disabled  vehicles  from 
or  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  with- 
out having  first  obtained  a  license  from  the  City 
Treasurer  to  do  so  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  dur- 
ing the  suspension  or  after  the  revocation  thereof. 

(b)  Applications  shall  be  made  on  forms  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Police  Commissioner.  The  ap- 
plicant shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  a  filing  fee 
of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  when  the  application  is 
made,  which  fee  shall  be  retained  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer to  cover  initial  examination  and  inspection 
costs,  and  if  the  application  is  approved,  shall  pay 
the  further  sum  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  covering 
the  license  for  the  then  current  year,  and  thereafter 
shall  pay  each  year  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00) 
for  a  renewal  of  the  license.  A  certified  copy  of  the 
license  must  be  carried  in  each  towing  vehicle  when 
in  use,  and  such  copies  may  be  obtained  on  payment 
of  a  fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  each. 
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89E.  Signs.  On  each  side  of  every  towing  vehicle 
there  shall  be  legibly  inscribed  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  owner  of  each  towing  vehicle.  Letters 
and  numerals  required  by  this  section  shall  not  be 
less  than  four  inches  in  height. 

89F.  Charges,  (a)  Every  person  engaged  in  tow- 
ing disabled  vehicles  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion for  a  license,  file  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
a  schedule  setting  forth  his  charges  for  towing  and 
for  any  services  incident  to  towing. 

(b)  Such  charges  may  be  measured  by  mileage, 
time  and  type  of  service  and  stated  clearly  on  the 
application  for  a  towing  license  filed  by  the  person 
engaged  in  the  towing  business;  and  the  charges 
there  stated  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  filing 
with  the  Police  Commissioner  of  an  amended  sched- 
ule showing  the  changes  proposed.  The  Police  Com- 
missioner, upon  receiving  any  such  proposed  sched- 
ule of  changes,  shall  have  the  authority  to  reject  it 
when  the  charges  proposed  are,  in  his  opinion,  ex- 
cessive for  the  service  to  be  performed.  In  such 
case,  he  shall  return  the  proposed  schedule  to  the 
person  engaged  in  the  towing  business,  with  suitable 
notification  of  his  reasons  for  rejecting  it. 

89G.  Estimates  and  Repairs,  (a)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  towing  company  to  make  repairs  for 
a  consideration  on  any  disabled  vehicle  removed  by 
a  towing  vehicle  without  first  entering  into  a  signed 
agreement  with  the  owner  of  the  disabled  vehicle  or 
his  authorized  representative,  which  agreement  shall 
include  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  repairs. 

(b)  One  copy  of  any  agreement  entered  into  pur- 
suant to  this  section  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  of 
the  disabled  vehicle  or  his  authorized  representative. 
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(c)  One  copy  of  any  agreement  entered  into  pur- 
suant to  this  sub-title  shall  be  retained  as  a  per- 
manent record  for  a  period  of  two  years  by  the  li- 
censed person  who  owns  or  leases  the  towing  vehicle 
to  be  used  in  towing  or  removing  the  disabled  ve- 
hicle. 

POLICE  COMMISSIONER 

89H.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  retain  in  his  office  a  current  list  of  all  the  duly 
licensed  towing  operators.  Whenever  the  services 
of  a  towing  vehicle  shall  be  required  and  a  request 
is  made  to  the  Commissioner's  office  for  the  provid- 
ing of  such  services,  the  Police  Commissioner,  or 
his  representative,  shall  have  dispatched  to  the 
place  where  the  services  are  required,  a  vehicle 
operated  by  that  towing  operator  whose  place  of 
business  is  closest  to  the  scene  of  the  accident.  In 
the  event  the  towing  operator  who  is  closest  to  the 
scene  of  the  accident  does  not  then  have  a  towing 
vehicle  available  for  service,  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner shall  call  the  next  closest  towing  operator 
and  so  on  until  a  towing  vehicle  has  been  secured. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
interfering,  in  any  way,  with  the  right  of  any  person 
to  call  a  towing  operator  of  his  own  choice  to  send 
a  towing  vehicle  to  the  scene  of  an  accident.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall,  in  any  way,  solicit  for  towing  business,  nor 
shall  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  attempt  to  take 
any  vehicle  in  tow  unless  he  or  it  shall  have  been 
summoned  for  that  purpose  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner or  unless  he  or  it  shall  have  been  summoned 
by  the  person  involved  in  an  accident. 

89-1.  Bail.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
towing  disabled  vehicles  to  offer  to  secure  or  pro- 
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vide  bail;  or  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  oral  or 
written,  to  secure  or  provide  bail;  or  to  arrange  for 
the  providing  of  bail  for  any  person  involved  in  a 
motor  vehicle  collision  or  accident  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  with  the  exception  that  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  bona  fide  automobile  clubs,  associa- 
tions or  insurance  companies. 

89J.  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Police  Com- 
missioner shall  have  the  power  to  make  and  enforce 
any  and  all  reasonable  regulations  to  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  sub-title. 

89K.  Bribes  and  Solicitations.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  offer  or  give  any  gratuities, 
bribes  or  inducements  of  any  kind  to  any  officer  or 
employee  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  any  govern- 
mental officer  or  employee  whose  salary  is  paid  out 
of  the  City  Treasury,  in  order  to  obtain  towing  busi- 
ness, or  recommendations  for  towing  or  storage  of 
or  estimating  upon  or  repairing  disabled  vehicles. 

89L.  Use  of  Police  Radios.  No  person  owning  or 
operating  a  towing  company  shall  have  or  maintain 
at  his  garage,  repair  shop  or  other  designated  place 
of  business  a  radio  receiving  set  capable  of  receiv- 
ing signals  or  messages  transmitted  on  the  fre- 
quencies allocated  for  use  by  the  Police  Department, 
nor  shall  any  towing  company  or  any  of  its  em- 
ployees make  use  of  signals  or  messages  so  trans- 
mitted in  connection  with  the  operation  of  any 
towing  car  business. 

BOND 

89M.  Every  person  who  shall  be  licensed  in  the 
towing  business,  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title, shall  be  required  to  file  with  the  Police  Com- 
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missioner  of  Baltimore  City,  a  bond  in  the  amount 
of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  save 
harmless  the  owner  of  any  automobile  or  any 
property  damage  occurring  thereto  during  the  time 
that  it  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  towing  com- 
pany. 

DELIVERY  OF  VEHICLE 

89N.  A  towing  company  acquiring  custody  and 
control  of  a  vehicle,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title,  shall  deliver  custody  and  control 
thereof  to  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore 
City  unless  a  signed  agreement  to  the  contrary  is 
executed  by  the  owner  of  the  vehicle.  If  the  vehicle 
is  delivered  into  the  custody  and  control  of  the 
Police  Commissioner,  he  shall  have  the  responsibility 
for  the  safety  of  the  vehicle  while  in  his  custody 
and  control.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  here- 
in contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  owner 
of  a  vehicle,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  from  ac- 
quiring or  re-acquiring  custody  and  control  of  the 
owner's  vehicle  upon  payment  to  the  towing  com- 
pany or  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be,  of  the  prescribed  fee  which  has  been  established 
in  the  schedule  filed  with  the  Police  Commissioner. 

89-0.  Violations.  Any  person  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00) 
for  each  offense,  recoverable  with  costs.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Police  Commissioner  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  or  suspend  the  license  of  any 
person  licensed  to  engage  in  the  towing  business  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title 
or  any  rules  or  regulations  promulgated  pursuant 
hereto  or  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions    and    terms    of    any    towing    agreement 
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executed  pursuant  to  this  sub-title.  Any  person 
whose  license  has  been  revoked  or  suspended 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  have  the  right 
to  file  an  appeal  within  fifteen  (15)  days  there- 
after for  a  hearing  in  the  matter  in  the  Baltimore 
City  Court,  and  such  court  is  hereby  vested  with 
jurisdiction  to  take  testimony  and  examine  into  the 
facts  of  the  case  and  to  determine  whether  such 
revocation  by  the  Police  Commissioner  was  justified. 

89P.  Validity  and  Constitutionality,  If  any  sen- 
tence, clause,  section  or  part  of  this  sub-title  is  for 
any  reason  found  to  be  unconstitutional,  illegal  or 
invalid,  such  unconstitutionality,  illegality  or  in- 
validity shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts 
of  this  sub-title.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  in- 
tent of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
that  this  sub-title  would  have  been  adopted  had  such 
unconstitutional,  illegal  or  invalid  sentence,  clause, 
section  or  part  thereof  not  been  included  therein.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement  dated 
December  12,  1956  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  The  Norton  Com- 
pany, et  al.,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed,  said  Agreement  being  as  follows: 
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This  Agreement,  made  this  12th  day  of  Decem- 
ber 1956,  by  and  between  The  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, party  of  the  first  part  (hereinafter  sometimes 
referred  to  as  "City"),  and  The  Norton  Company, 
The  Landover  Company,  The  Holdene  Company, 
The  Nottingham  Company,  and  The  Alford  Com- 
pany, all  bodies  corporate,  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  parties  of  the  second 
part  (hereinafter  sometimes  referred  to  as  "Corpo- 
rations"). 

Whereas,  the  Corporations  are  now  developing 
several  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Bow- 
ley^  Lane  and  the  right  of  way  of  the  Susquehanna 
Transmission  Company;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  is  planning  to  construct  on 
land  now  owned  by  it  in  this  same  area  a  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  and  an  Elementary  School ;  and 

Whereas,  it  will  be  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
the  City  and  Corporations  to  open,  grade,  and  pave 
Sinclair  Lane,  from  the  northeast  end  of  a  proposed 
bridge,  located  about  310  feet  northeast  of  Shannon 
Drive,  to  the  southwest  building  line  of  Staten 
Avenue,  and  Moravia  Road,  from  the  northwest 
building  line  of  said  Sinclair  Lane  to  the  northwest 
outline  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Susquehanna 
Transmission  Company;  and 

Whereas,  the  parties  hereto,  in  order  to  effectu- 
ate the  opening,  grading  and  paving  of  said  portions 
of  Sinclair  Lane  and  Moravia  Road,  have  mutually 
agreed  upon  an  exchange  of  certain  parts  of  their 
land  and  other  things,  and  for  the  purpose  of  evi- 
dencing the  agreement  between  the  parties  hereto, 
as  to  these  matters,  this  agreement  is  entered  into. 
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Now,  Therefore,  Witnesseth,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  paid  by  each 
of  the  parties  to  the  other,  and  in  consideration  of 
the  premises  and  agreements  herein  contained,  the 
parties  hereto  agree  with  each  other  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  City  will  do  the  following  at  its  sole 
lost  and  expense : 

(a)  The  City  will  cause  to  be  laid  down,  opened, 
graded,  and  paved  (1)  Sinclair  Lane,  140  feet  wide, 
as  shown  outlined  in  blue  on  plat  hereto  attached 
and  made  in  all  respects  a  part  hereof,  dated  Novem- 
ber 29,  1956,  numbered  206-A-1642F,  and  designated 
"City  of  Baltimore,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  Plat  to  Accompany  Agreement 
Between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
and  Various  Owners  for  the  Exchange  of  Land  in 
the  Vicinity  of  Sinclair  Lane  and  Moravia  Road", 
with  two  30-foot  drives  separated  by  a  60-foot 
median  strip  and  improved  with  modern  paving 
from  the  northeast  end  of  a  proposed  bridge,  located 
about  310  feet  northeast  of  Shannon  Drive,  to  the 
southwest  building  line  of  Staten  Avenue,  and  (2) 
Moravia  Road,  80  feet  wide,  as  shown  outlined  in 
yellow  on  the  aforesaid  plat  attached  hereto,  with 
a  44-foot  roadway  improved  with  modern  paving, 
from  the  northwest  building  line  of  said  Sinclair 
Lane  to  the  northwest  building  line  of  the  right  of 
way  of  the  Susquehanna  Transmission  Company. 

The  contract  or  contracts  for  the  grading  and  pav- 
ing of  said  portions  of  Sinclair  Lane  and  Moravia 
Road  will  be  awarded  by  the  City  within  a  period 
of  two  (2)  years  after  the  date  of  this  agreement. 

(b)  Provide  such  storm  water  drainage  facilities 
as  may  be  necessary  and  adequate  for  the  proper 
drainage  of  said  portions  of  Sinclair  Lane  and 
Moravia  Road. 
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(c)  Convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  without  cost 
to  the  Corporations  and  in  exchange  for  certain  par- 
cels of  land  as  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  conveyed 
by  the  Corporations  to  City,  by  good  and  sufficient 
deed,  in  fee  simple,  all  those  parcels  of  land  shown 
hatched  in  green  on  the  aforesaid  plat  and  desig- 
nated generally  as  Parcel  A  containing  0.78  acres 
more  or  less  and  Parcel  B  containing  0.18  acres 
more  or  less. 

2.   That  the  Corporations  will  do  the  following: 

(a)  Convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  upon  de- 
mand, without  cost  to  the  City,  by  good  and  suffi- 
cient deed  or  deeds,  in  fee  simple,  all  land  required 
for  the  opening,  grading,  and  paving  of  said  por- 
tions of  Sinclair  Lane,  140  feet  wide,  and  Moravia 
Road,  80  feet  wide,  as  shown  hatched  in  red  on  the 
aforesaid  plat  and  generally  designated  as  Parcel 
No.  1  containing  2.0  acres  more  or  less,  Parcel  No. 
2  containing  5.86  acres  more  or  less,  Parcel  No.  3 
containing  1.70  acres  more  or  less,  Parcel  No.  4  con- 
taining 2.30  acres  more  or  less  and  Parcel  No.  5  con- 
taining 1.21  acres  more  or  less  for  public  highway 
purposes. 

There  shall  be  incorporated  in  said  deed  or  deeds 
a  description  by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land  hereby 
intended  to  be  conveyed,  and  a  plat  showing  the  said 
areas  marked  by  metes  and  bounds  shall  be  attached 
to  the  said  deed. 

(b)  Install,  at  their  entire  cost  and  expense,  any 
and  all  necessary  sanitary  sewers.  The  construc- 
tion of  said  sanitary  sewers  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer- 
age Engineer  of  the  City. 
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(c)  Install,  at  their  entire  cost  and  expense,  any 
and  all  necessary  water  services,  gas  mains,  and 
other  utilities. 

(d)  The  installation  and/or  construction  of  the 
said  utilities  as  set  forth  in  subsections  (b)  and  (c) 
herein  shall  be  done  and  completed  by  the  Corpora- 
tions before  any  paving  work  is  started  by  the  City. 

3.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  hereto  that 
nothing  in  this  agreement,  however,  nor  anything 
done  pursuant  thereto,  shall  ever  be  held  or  taken  to 
relieve  or  release,  in  any  way  or  to  any  extent,  any 
property  owners  from  any  of  the  obligations  cast 
upon  them,  as  abutting  owners,  by  any  law  or  ordi- 
nance as  to  the  grading,  paving,  or  repair  of  side- 
walks or  footways  along  the  said  portion  of  Sinclair 
Lane  and  Moravia  Road. 

4.  The  City  agrees  that,  in  so  far  as  it  is  legally 
possible  for  the  City  to  do  so,  no  benefit  assessments 
of  any  kind  shall  be  assessed  by  this  Administration 
against  the  Corporations  because  of  the  opening 
and  paving  of  said  portions  of  Sinclair  Lane  and 
Moravia  Road,  except  that  it  is  understood  that  the 
City  does  not  waive  any  rights  it  may  have  to  assess 
the  Special  Paving  Tax. 

5.  Nothing  in  this  agreement  nor  anything  done 
in  pursuance  thereof  shall  be  taken  or  considered 
to  be  a  waiver  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  the  require- 
ments of  any  laws  or  ordinances  pertaining  to  the 
location,  construction,  and/or  erection  of  any  struc- 
tures or  building  by  the  Corporations. 

6.  The  Corporations  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
that,  immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this  agree- 
ment by  all  the  parties,  the  City  and  Public  utility 
corporations  or  any  or  all  of  them  may  enter  upon 
any  land  now  owned  or  controlled  by  the  said  Corpo- 
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rations  and  do  what  ever  manner  of  things  are  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  opening,  grading,  drain- 
ing, paving,  and  doing  of  other  appurtenant  work 
for  the  improvement  of  said  portions  of  Sinclair 
Lane  and  Moravia  Road,  with  the  understanding, 
however,  that  if  the  City  fails  or  neglects  to  prompt- 
ly and  properly  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  agreement,  all  considerations, 
provisions,  and  covenants  of  this  agreement  shall 
become  null  and  void  and  the  City  must  then  re- 
store or  have  restored  to  the  condition  existing  at 
the  time  of  such  entry  the  area  comprising  the  said 
parcels  of  land  to  be  conveyed  by  Corporations  as 
herein  described  or  negotiate  for  or  condemn  the 
same,  without  prejudice  to  any  of  the  parties  hereto. 

7.  All  the  terms,  provisions,  and  obligations  of 
this  agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
hereto,  their  respective  successors  and/or  assigns. 

8.  All  the  terms,  provisions,  and  obligations  of 
this  agreement  shall  be  and  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect  notwithstanding  any  conveyance  or  con- 
veyances made  by  any  of  the  parties  hereto  to  the 
other.

An  ordinance  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph 
1400  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion as  amended),  title  "Building  Regulations",  said  Article 
being  known  generally  as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore 
City,  in  order  to  grant  permission  for  the  use  of  certain 
proposed  premises  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Park  Heights 
Avenue  and  Seven  Mile  Lane  as  parking  spaces  for  motor 
vehicles. 

Whereas,  Park  Terrace  Construction  Company 
proposes  to  cause  a  nine-story  luxury  apartment 
dwelling  to  be  erected  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
Park  Heights  Avenue  and  Seven  Mile  Lane  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  with  motor  vehicle  parking  spaces 
in  the  basement  and  on  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the 
dwelling  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  said  dwell- 
ing and  their  guests ;  and 
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Whereas,  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  1400  (d) 
of  Article  5,  Chapter  14,  Section  140  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  which  paragraph 
is  a  part  of  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City, 
prohibits  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  for  the 
construction  or  erection  of  any  building  or  other 
structure  for  the  storage  of  more  than  three  motor 
vehicles  within  300  feet  of  a  building  used  as  a 
church  unless  an  application  for  such  permit  is  first 
assented  to  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  by  or- 
dinance ;  and 

Whereas,  the  building  known  as  the  Synagogue 
Center,  located  at  7124  Park  Heights  Avenue,  is 
being  used  for  church  purposes  and  is  within  300 
feet  of  the  proposed  apartment  dwelling ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Rabbi  and  the  Congregation  of 
the  said  Synagogue  Center  have,  by  letter,  advised 
the  sponsors  of  the  said  proposed  apartment  dwelling 
that  they  have  no  objection  to  the  erection  of  said 
dwelling  with  the  aforementioned  parking  spaces  in 
the  basement  and  on  the  lot  to  the  rear  of  said 
dwelling;  and 

Whereas,  the  erection  of  said  apartment  dwelling 
with  the  aforementioned  parking  spaces  in  the  base- 
ment and  on  the  lot  to  the  rear  of  said  dwelling  will 
be  an  improvement  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
particularly  to  the  upper  Park  Heights  Avenue  area 
of  said  City;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  requirements 
of  Paragraph  1400  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition— as  amended) ,  title  "Build- 
ing Regulations",  said  Article  being  known  generally 
as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  be  and  they 
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are  hereby  complied  with,  in  order  to  permit  the 
use  of  the  premises  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Park 
Heights  Avenue  and  Seven  Mile  Lane  for  parking 
spaces  for  motor  vehicles.  Such  permission  is  granted 
for  approximately  52  such  parking  spaces  in  the 
basement  of  the  apartment  dwelling  proposed  to  be 
constructed  at  this  location  and  for  additional  park- 
ing spaces  on  the  lot  to  the  rear  of  the  proposed 
building,  all  being  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of 
the  building  and  of  their  guests.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  1-9,  inclusive,  of  Article  38 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Traffic 
Regulations",  sub-title  "Director  of  Traffic",  said  sections 
having  been  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  786,  approved 
July  14,  1953  and  Ordinance  No.  496,  approved  June  11, 
1956;  and  to  ordain  new  Sections  1-7,  inclusive  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sections  so  repealed, 
reconstituting  the  office  of  "Director  of  Traffic"  to  be 
"Department  of  Transit  and  Traffic"  under  the  direction  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic,  and  generally  re- 
lating to  the  appointment,  office,  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  and  to  the  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Department  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  and  relating  generally  also  to  the  control  and 
movement  of  traffic  on  the  streets  and  public  ways  of  this 
City. 

Whereas,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance, 
the  Board  of  Estimates  has  recommended  the  crea- 
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tion  of  the  Department  of  Transit  and  Traffic ;  now, 
therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  1-9,  inclusive, 
of  Article  38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  'Traffic  Regulations",  sub-title  ''Director 
of  Traffic",  said  sections  having  been  amended  by 
Ordinance  No.  786,  approved  July  14,  1953  and 
Ordinance  No.  496,  approved  June  11,  1956,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed;  and  that  Sections  1-7, 
inclusive,  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sections  so  re- 
pealed, and  to  read  as  follows: 

COMMISSIONER  OF  TRANSIT  AND  TRAFFIC 

1.  (a)  In  order  to  provide  for  the  safe  and  ex- 
peditious movement  of  traffic  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, and  to  protect  the  safety  of  the  citizens  using 
its  streets,  and  to  create  conditions  favorable  to  the 
safe  and  expeditious  movement  of  mass  transit  vehi- 
cles in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  there  is  hereby,  created 
an  office  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
to  be  known  as  the  "Department  of  Transit  and 
Traffic".  The  head  of  such  Department  shall  be 
known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of,  Section 
12  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  he  shall 
hold  his  office  as  therein  provided.  He  shall  be  paid 
such  annual  salary  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Estimates.  The  term  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Transit  and  Traffic,  first  appointed  pursuant  to 
the  Ordinance,  shall  expire  June  30,  1963,  and,  there- 
after, the  term  of  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and 
Traffic  shall  be  four  years  as  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  Charter. 
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(b)  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  his  business.  The  Commissioner  of 
Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall 
keep  records  of  his  proceedings.  He  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  resolutions,  transactions,  findings, 
determinations  and  decisions,  administrative  regu- 
lations and  all  the  records  of  the  said  Commissioner 
of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  shall  be 
public  records.  Copies  of  all  administrative  regula- 
tions issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and 
Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  on  record  in  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  Ordinance  or  as  may 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore.  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  may  appoint,  employ,  hire 
or  engage  such  other  assistants,  aides  and  employees 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  per- 
formance of  the  duties  and  functions  of  his  office. 
The  compensation  of  said  Commissioner  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  other 
assistants,  aides  and  employees  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be 
paid  as  provided  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates. The  employees  of  the  office  of  the  Director 
of  Traffic  of  Baltimore  City  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  Department  of  Transit  and  Traffic,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  pension,  seniority  and  other 
rights  existing  at  the  time  of  said  transfer. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  subject  to  the  prior  approval 
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of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  also  may  employ  or  hire, 
from  time  to  time,  on  a  temporary  basis,  by  contract, 
consulting,  planning  or  designing  engineers  or  other 
persons  possessing  technical  or  specialized  skills  in 
connection  with  the  duties,  powers  and  functions  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 

2.  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  be  and  he  is  hereby  granted  full 
power  and  authority  and  directed  to  do  any  and  all 
of  the  following: 

A.  Collect  and  analyze  all  physical  and  economic 
data  needed  to  measure  existing,  and  to  estimate 
future,  street  and  highway  traffic  characteristics 
and  needs,  including  parking  needs.  Collect  and 
analyze  all  data  of  whatsoever  nature  deemed  help- 
ful in  expediting  the  flow  of  mass  transportation 
traffic  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

B.  To  make  such  studies  and  collect  data  concern- 
ing the  use  of  mass  transportation  systems  operated 
in  other  municipalities  located  in  the  United  States 
or  any  foreign  nation,  as  he  deems  necessary  or 
helpful. 

C.  To  maintain  records  and  information  with 
respect  to  the  operation  of  public  mass  transporta- 
tion systems  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

D.  To  make  studies  relating  to  future  needs  and 
facilities  for  mass  transportation  systems  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  its  metropolitan  area. 

E.  To  cooperate  fully  with  officials  of  surrounding 
political  sub-divisions  to  effectuate  over-all  transit 
and  traffic  coordination. 

F.  To  make  studies  relating  to  the  staggering  of 
work  hours  of  all  businesses  conducted  in  the  City 
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of  Baltimore  and  the  surrounding  metropolitan  area, 
to  meet  with  and  confer  with  the  officials  of  the 
metropolitan  area,  officials  of  any  company  or  busi- 
ness located  in  the  metropolitan  area,  and  to  make 
recommendations  as  to  work  hours  of  the  said 
establishments. 

G.  To  study  the  routing  or  re-routing  of  existing 
or  future  mass  transportation  lines  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  to  recommend  to  the  mass  transporta- 
tion companies  and  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Maryland  the  adoption  of  said  routes  or  re-rout- 
ings. 

H.  To  prepare  plans  and/or  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  proper  officials  for  the  removal  of 
obstructions  to  the  flow  of  traffic  including  transit 
traffic. 

I.  To  re-route  transit  traffic  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more in  the  event  of  such  contingencies  as  fire,  flood 
and  other  emergencies,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Police  Department,  Fire  Department  and  other 
municipal  offices  and  agencies  of  Baltimore  City. 

J.  To  designate  portions  of  certain  streets  as 
transit  lanes  and  to  specify  the  type  of  vehicles  and 
the  particular  use  to  which  the  said  lanes  may  be 
put.  Further,  to  prohibit  parking  or  stopping  in  the 
manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations 
set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof  on  portions  of  streets 
designated  as  transit  lanes,  and  whenever  the  Com- 
missioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  has  prohibited  stop- 
ping or  parking  in  such  lanes  in  accordance  with 
Section  3  hereof  and  a  vehicle  shall  be  stopped  or 
parked  contrary  to  an  administrative  regulation,  and 
signs  are  posted  warning  that  stopping  or  parking 
in  violation  of  such  regulation  will  result  in  the 
impounding  of  said  motor  vehicles,  the  Police  De- 
partment of  Baltimore  City  shall  impound  such  vehi- 
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cles  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  Section  44  of  this  Article. 

K.  Approve  or  disapprove  the  location  of  all 
transit  loading  zones,  to  create  and  determine  the 
size  of  all  transit  loading  zones  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more used  by  mass  transportation  companies 
operating  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and,  further,  to 
rescind  or  modify  any  prior  approval  heretofore 
given  for  such  transit  loading  zones.  Whenever  any 
location  has  been  designated  as  a  transit  loading 
zone  no  vehicle  other  than  a  mass  transit  vehicle 
shall  enter  any  said  transit  loading  zone  whenever 
a  transit  vehicle  has  entered  or  is  about  to  enter  such 
loading  zone. 

L.  To  require  that  all  mass  transportation  vehicles 
before  loading  or  unloading  passengers  must  be, 
wherever  possible,  within  twelve  inches  from  the 
curb. 

M.  To  direct  that  no  transit  vehicle  shall  stop  at 
any  point  other  than  an  established  transit  loading 
zone  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  passen- 
gers, except  as  may  be  required  by  an  emergency  or 
at  the  direction  of  a  police  officer. 

N.  Have  and  exercise  all  control  over  traffic 
which  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more had  prior  to  the  time  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Traffic  Commission  of  Baltimore  City,  including 
the  power  to  establish  special  "no  parking"  spaces; 
and  further,  provided  that  whenever  special  condi- 
tions make  it  necessary  or  expedient  to  prepare  plans 
for  the  integrated  operation  of  traffic,  the  said  Com- 
missioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  shall  have  the  power 
to  make  such  special  regulations  with  regard  to 
traffic.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  delimit  the  power  of  the  Police  Commissioner  as 
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set  forth  in  Section  87  of  this  Article  to  act  in 
emergencies  or  special  situations. 

O.  Conduct  engineering  analyses  of  traffic  acci- 
dent causes  and  take  such  action,  or  submit  recom- 
mendations to  the  proper  persons  for  elimination  of 
accident  causes,  make  engineering  investigations  and 
plans  to  improve  traffic  conditions. 

P.  Prepare  and  submit  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  an  annual  report  of  the  progress  and  opera- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Q.  Make  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  improvement  of  traffic 
conditions  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  cannot  be 
accomplished  by  the  directives,  orders,  rules  or  regu- 
lations promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  authorized 
by  Sub-paragraph  X  of  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance. 

R.  Hold  such  public  hearings  as,  in  his  discretion, 
may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  exercise  of 
his  powers,  as  set  forth  herein,  such  hearings  to  be 
held  and  conducted  in  the  manner  determined  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

S.  Establish  and  determine  the  design,  timing, 
type,  size  and  location  of  any  and  all  signs,  signals, 
markings,  pylons,  channels  and  other  devices  for 
guiding,  directing  or  otherwise  regulating  and  con- 
trolling vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic.  To  make 
recommendations  relating  to  the  design  of  new 
public  ways  or  traffic  structures  as  they  relate  to 
traffic  operations. 

T.  Designate  any  intersection  as  a  "STOP"  inter- 
section or  thoroughfares  as  "through  highways." 
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U.  Design,  install  and  maintain  traffic  signs, 
signals,  markings,  pylons,  channels  and  other  devices 
for  the  control  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians. 

V.  Designate  intersections  where  left  and/or  right 
hand  turns  are  prohibited  for  any  or  all  types  of 
vehicles. 

W.  Prohibit  stopping  and/or  parking  on  sections 
of  roads,  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or  adjacent  to  struc- 
tures where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Transit  and  Traffic,  the  presence  of  grades,  hills, 
curves  or  bridge  approaches  or  underpasses  create 
hazardous  or  unusual  parking  conditions. 

X.  Adopt  and  promulgate  rules,  regulations, 
orders  and  directives  relating  to,  or  in  connection 
with  the  movement  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traf- 
fic in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

3.  (a)  However,  except  under  the  conditions  out- 
lined and  provided  for  herein  below,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more shall  not  have  the  power  to  adopt  and  promul- 
gate rules,  regulations,  orders  or  directives  in  the 
nature  of  general  parking  restrictions  or  to  establish 
one-way  streets ;  except  as  outlined  and  provided  for 
herein  below,  the  power  to  make  general  parking 
restrictions  or  to  establish  one-way  streets  is  speci- 
fically reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  be 
exercised  by  ordinance. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic, 
however,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  effect  on  traffic 
operation  and  to  experiment  with  various  streets  and 
when  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  may 
be  served  thereby,  may  establish  by  administrative 
regulation  temporary  parking  restrictions  and/or 
temporary  one-way  streets  to  be  fully  effective  as 
established  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six  months, 
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and  no  such  temporary  order  may  be  renewed  or 
extended  beyond  that  time.  At  any  time  after  such 
an  administrative  regulation  is  issued,  the  City 
Council  by  ordinance  passed  by  that  body  may  direct 
the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  to  rescind 
the  administrative  regulation  concerning  any  tem- 
porary parking  restrictions  or  one-way  streets 
established  by  him  in  accordance  with  this  section. 
In  such  event,  at  the  time  the  Commissioner  of 
Transit  and  Traffic  is  officially  notified  of  the  action 
of  the  City  Council,  the  administrative  regulation 
referred  to  shall  be  abrogated  and  be  of  no  further 
force  or  effect.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of  or  at 
the  end  of  any  six  month  period  the  City  Council 
may,  by  ordinance,  prohibit  any  parking  or  provide 
for  any  one-way  street  established  prior  thereto 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic,  and  in 
no  event  shall  any  temporary  order  be  renewed  or 
extended  beyond  six  months  without  an  ordinance 
of  the  City  Council. 

4.  All  designs,  drawings  and  plans  prepared  by 
any  department  or  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  construction  or  location 
of  any  public  building,  park  or  recreational  area,  or 
other  structure  which  may  affect  the  movement  of 
traffic  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  for  review  and  recommendation 
before  any  actual  construction  operations  are  com- 
menced, and  in  all  cases  where  designs,  drawings  or 
plans  are  submitted  to  any  department  or  agency  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  connec- 
tion with  an  application  for  a  permit  or  authoriza- 
tion to  construct  or  locate  any  proposed  privately 
owned  commercial  or  industrial  building  or  struc- 
ture, including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  off-street 
parking  facility  or  garage  to  be  used  by  the  public, 
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which  may  affect  the  movement  of  traffic  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  the  department  or  agency  of  the  mu- 
nicipality receiving  such  designs,  drawings  or  plans 
shall  immediately  notify  the  Commissioner  of  Trans- 
it and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  upon  the 
receipt  of  such  designs,  drawings  or  plans  so  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  may  have  an  opportunity  to  review  such 
designs,  drawings  or  plans  and  make  recommenda- 
tions relative  thereto. 

5.  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  with- 
out lawful  authority,  to  wilfully  deface,  injure,  move 
or  interfere  with  any  signs,  standard,  post,  safety 
zone,  semaphore,  tower,  automatic  signal,  or  any 
other  traffic  device,  or  any  part  thereof,  erected  by 
the  authority  of  said  Commissioner  of  Transit  and 
Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  any  directions, 
lines  or  marks  painted  by  the  authority  of  said  Com- 
missioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more on  any  pavement,  curb  or  roadway  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  traffic  or  parking  vehicles; 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  instruction  or 
direction  on  any  post,  standard,  sign  or  other  device 
erected  by  the  authority  of  said  Commissioner  of 
Transit  and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the 
regulation  of  traffic  or  parking  on  public  highways ; 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  violate 
any  rule,  regulation,  order  or  direction  promulgated 
by  said  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and 

(d)  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  5  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  for  each  and  every  offense 
not  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00).

6.  Any  and  all  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations 
and  any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all  laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
with  any  rule,  regulation,  order  or  directive  here- 
after promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  any 
such  inconsistency,  and  any  and  all  laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations  and  any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  in  force  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  not  inconsistent,  amended  or  super- 
seded by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation,  order  or  directive  hereafter  promulgated 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

7.  In  case  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or 
part  in  or  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  application  there- 
of to  any  person  or  circumstances,  is  invalid,  the  re- 
maining provisions  and  the  application  of  such  pro- 
visions to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph,  sec- 
tion, or  part,  or  the  application  thereof,  so  held 
invalid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all 
credits  and  appropriations  on  the  books  and  records 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  or  for 
the  credit  and  use  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  and  his 
office  and  employees,  as  said  office  is  reconstituted 
by  this  Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
credited  and  applied  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  and  his  office  and

employees,  as  created  and  established  by  this  Ordi- 
nance, in  all  respects  as  if  they  originally  had  been 
appropriated  and  credited  to  the  said  Commissioner 
of  Transit  and  Traffic  and  to  his  office  and  em- 
ployees.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  by 
condemnation  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
for  public  park  and  recreational  purposes  all  those  two 
parcels  of  land  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  one 
thereof  situate  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  Baltimore 
Harbor  Tunnel  approach  road,  containing  2.23  acres  of 
land,  more  or  less,  and  the  other  situate  on  the  southerly 
side  of  the  Baltimore  Harbor  Tunnel  approach  road,  con- 
taining 13.78  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  Potee  Street  and  Riverside  Road,  together  with  the 
improvements  thereupon. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  for  public  park 
and  recreational  purposes  the  fee  simple  interest  in 
and  to  the  property  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Mary- 
land, including  the  improvements  thereupon  de- 
scribed as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  first  parcel  thereof  at  the  point 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  northwest  side  of 
Leadenhall  Street,  60  feet  wide,  and  the  north  side 
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of  Riverside  Road,  50  feet  wide,  said  point  being 
the  beginning  of  the  parcel  of  land  which  by  Deed, 
dated  November  1,  1955,  and  recorded  among  the 
Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City  in  Liber  M.L.P.

No.  9964,  folio  373,  was  conveyed  by  Bernard  Klein 
to  Park  Circle  Holding  Corporation,  distant  872.0 
feet,  more  or  less,  northwesterly  from  the  beginning 
of  the  third  line  of  said  Deed,  said  point  being 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  third  line  of  said 
Deed  and  the  North  46  degrees  20  minutes  24  seconds 
East  331.98  foot  line  of  the  northwesternmost  outline

(Council  No.  1461) 

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  40  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as  said 
Article  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved  May 
21,  1953,  to  be  known  as  Section  14A,  and  to  follow  immedi- 
ately after  Section  14  of  said  Article,  providing  for  a 
Special  Exception  to  the  Residential  Use  District  provisions 
of  said  Article  for  an  office  of  a  physician  and  of  a  dentist, 
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setting  forth  the  procedure,  provisions,  restrictions,  guides, 
standards  and  limitations  in  regard  thereto,  denning  a 
physician  and  a  dentist  for  the  purpose  of  said  new  Section 
14A  and  providing  for  the  filing  of  certain  documents  and 
the  making  of  certain  statements  by  applicants  or  appel- 
lants in  every  application  or  appeal  to  obtain  a  Special 
Exception  under  said  new  Section  14A. 

Whereas,  In  many  areas  in  Baltimore  City  be- 
cause of  their  population  density  there  is  a  public 
need  for  physicians  and  dentists  in  Residential  Use 
Districts  where,  under  the  present  provisions  of  the 
Zoning  Law,  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  as  this  Article  was  revised  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  offices  of 
physicians  or  dentists  are  generally  excluded  but 
are  permitted  as  accessory  uses  if  the  physician  or 
the  dentist  is  a  bona  fide  resident  in  the  building 
where  such  physician  or  dentist  maintains  his  office ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  public  interest  will  be  served  by 
conferring  upon  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning 
Appeals  of  Baltimore  City  the  power  to  grant  a 
Special  Exception  to  physicians  and  to  dentists  to 
maintain  their  respective  offices  in  residential  build- 
ings in  Residential  Use  Districts  which  are  not  lo- 
cated in  D  Restricted,  E  and  F  Area  Districts,  other 
than  apartment  houses  occupied  by,  or  built  for 
occupancy  by,  ten  or  more  families  in  D  Restricted, 
E  and  F  Area  Districts,  even  though  they  do  not 
maintain  a  residence  in  the  remaining  portions  of 
said  residential  buildings  provided  adequate  guides, 
standards  and  limitations  are  provided  in  connec- 
tion with  the  granting  of  such  Special  Exception 
which  will  insure  that  there  will  be  no  resulting 
condition  which  will  adversely  affect  the  use  of  such 
areas  for  residential  purposes,  will  not  depreciate 
the  value  of  surrounding  property,  will  not  create 
hazards  from  traffic  or  other  hazards  or  conditions 
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which  will  create  blight  or  deterioration  in  such 
areas.    Now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is  added  to  Article  40  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as 
said  Article  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  ap- 
proved May  21,  1953,  to  be  known  as  Section  14A 
and  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  14  of  said 
Article,  to  read  as  follows : 

14A.  Use  Districts  —  Special  Exception.  Not- 
withstanding any  provision  of  this  Article,  the  Board 
of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  may,  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  in  its  discretion,  in  a  specific 
case,  and  subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions, 
guides,  standards  and  limitations  hereinafter  set 
forth,  permit  in  residential  buildings  in  a  Residential 
Use  District  which  are  not  located  in  D  Restricted, 
E  and  F  Area  Districts,  other  than  apartment  houses 
occupied  by,  or  built  for  occupancy  by,  ten  or  more 
families  in  D  Restricted,  E  and  F  Area  Districts,  an 
office  of  a  physician  as  hereinafter  defined  and  of  a 
dentist  as  hereinafter  defined. 

In  considering  the  Special  Exception  provided  for 
by  this  Section  14A,  the  Board  of  Municipal  and 
Zoning  Appeals  shall  inspect  the  premises  and  shall 
have  a  public  hearing  giving  all  parties  in  interest 
the  right  to  testify  as  to  any  material  facts  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  Special  Exception  and 
shall  act  as  a  fact-finding  body  and  shall  approve  or 
disapprove  the  issuance  of  the  permit  for  the  pro- 
posed Special  Exception  in  accordance  with  the  evi- 
dence adduced  before  it  and  from  its  own  investiga- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  such  proposed  Special 
Exception  will  menace  the  public  health,  safety, 
security  or  morals,  and  as  a  further  guide  to  its 
decision  upon  the  facts  of  the  case,  the  Board  of 
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Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  shall  give  considera- 
tion to  the  following : 

(1)  The  population  density  in  the  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  premises  for  which  application  for  a 
Special  Exception  under  the  provisions  of  this  Sec- 
tion 14A  is  made  indicating  a  need  for  the  services 
of  a  physician  or  of  a  dentist,  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
such  area. 

(2)  The  testimony  of  property  owners  in  the  area 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  premises  indicating  a  need 
for  the  services  of  a  physician  or  of  a  dentist,  as  the 
case  may  be,  or  the  absence  of  testimony  of  such 
property  owners  that  there  is  no  such  need. 

(3)  The  protection  of  occupants  of  buildings  from 
noise,  dust  and  gases  caused  by  traffic. 

(4)  The  conservation  of  property  values. 

(5)  Any  other  matters  considered  to  be  in  the 
interest  of  the  general  welfare. 

The  Special  Exception  provided  for  by  this  Sec- 
tion 14A  shall  be  further  limited  as  follows : 

(a)  It  shall  only  be  permitted  in  a  building 
already  erected  for  residential  use,  and  there  shall 
be  no  substantial  change  in  the  exterior  of  such 
building  which  would  result  in  a  lack  of  architectural 
harmony  with  adjacent  residential  buildings. 

(b)  No  advertising  sign  or  device  shall  be  dis- 
played except  a  flat  ornamental,  non-illuminated 
sign,  not  exceeding  one  square  foot  in  area,  may  be 
placed  against  the  exterior  of  the  building. 

(c)  The  Special  Exception  shall  be  limited  to  the 
office  of  a  physician  and  of  a  dentist  and  shall  not 
be  a  clinic  or  a  hospital. 

A  "physician"  is  defined  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Section  14A  to  mean  a  person  who  is  duly  licensed 
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to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  43, 
Sections  117-134  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Mary- 
land (1951  Edition)  and  whose  license  has  not  been 
revoked  as  provided  in  Article  43,  Sections  137  or 
144  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1951  Edi- 
tion). 

With  every  application  or  appeal  by  a  physician 
to  obtain  a  Special  Exception,  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion 14A,  a  certified  copy  or  a  photostatic  copy  of 
the  license  of  the  physician  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  in  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  be  filed,  and 
the  applicant  or  appellant  shall  state  in  such  appli- 
cation or  appeal  that  such  license  has  not  been  re- 
voked or  suspended  but  is  in  full  force  and  effect. 

A  "dentist"  is  defined  for  the  purpose  of  this  Sec- 
tion 14A  to  mean  a  person  who  is  duly  licensed  to 
practice  dentistry  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Article  32,  Sections  1-6 
of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1951  Edition), 
and  whose  license  has  not  been  revoked  pursuant  to 
Article  32,  Section  11  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1951  Edition). 

With  every  application  or  appeal  of  a  dentist  to 
obtain  a  Special  Exception,  pursuant  to  this  Section 
14 A,  a  certified  copy  or  a  photostatic  copy  of  the 
license  of  the  dentist  to  practice  dentistry  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  shall  be  filed  and  the  applicant 
or  appellant  shall  state  in  such  application  or  appeal 
that  such  license  has  not  been  revoked  or  suspended 
but  is  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Any  Special  Exception  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion 14A  shall  not  be  impressed  with  the  status  of  a 
non-conforming  use. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  376) 

An  ordinance  disclaiming  any  public  use  in  and  abandoning 
the  dedication,  if  any,  of  those  areas  of  ground  situate  in 
Baltimore  City,  one  thereof  comprising  what  would  be 
Woodyear  Street,  if  opened,  extending  from  south  side  of 
Laurens  Street  to  the  north  side  of  Winchester  Street  and 
east  of  Calhoun  Street,  and  the  other  comprising  the  bed  of 
a  proposed  10-foot  alley,  if  opened,  extending  westerly  18 
feet  from  Carey  Street  between  Laurens  and  Winchester 
Streets. 

Whereas,  The  City  Solicitor  has  ruled  that  the 
fee  simple  title  to  the  area  of  ground  comprising  the 
bed  of  the  proposed  Woodyear  Street  between  the 
south  side  of  Laurens  Street  and  Winchester  Street, 
east  of  Calhoun  Street,  and  the  proposed  10-foot 
alley  extending  from  Carey  Street  westerly  18  feet 
between  Laurens  and  Winchester  Streets,  which 
areas  are  in  private  ownership;  that  there  is  a 
question  in  respect  to  the  dedication  of  any  part  of 
said  areas  ever  having  been  accepted  by  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  nor  have  said  areas  or  any  part  thereof 
ever  been  opened  on  the  ground  or  used  for  public 
highway  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  an  acceptance  of  a  dedication  of  the 
said  areas  as  public  highways  would  serve  no  useful 
purpose  and  would  burden  the  municipality  with 
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the  needless  expense  of  maintaining  said  areas  as 
public  highways ;  and

Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all 
ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assess- 
ments and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference.

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City  desiring  to   cooperate  with  the   New   Marsh 
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Wholesale  Produce  Market  Authority  by  Resolution, 
dated  May  29,  1957,  approved  of  the  location  of  the 
proposed  New  Marsh  Wholesale  Produce  Market  on 
the  tract  of  land  situate  on  the  northwest  side  of 
Pulaski  Highway,  hereinafter  particularly  described, 
and  further  resolved  that  the  property  be  conveyed 
to  the  Authority  without  money  consideration  as  au- 
thorized under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  845  of  the 
Acts  of  1957  and  that  any  Deed  or  conveyance  shall 
contain  the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth.

highways  and  lanes  within  the  confines  of  Druid  Hill  Park 
for  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  said  area,  and  subject 
to  the  use  in  common  with  the  general  public  of  the  road 
or  highwav  now  located  immediately  adjacent  to  Druid  Lake 
by  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  the  Bureau 
of  Water  Supply,  and  subject  to  the  use  in  common  by  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  the  Bureau  of 
Water  Supply  in  common  with  general  public  of  any  road 
or  roads  that  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  in  substitution  and 
in  place  of  the  said  road  now  laid  out  contiguous  to  said 
Druid  Lake,  and  upon  the  laying  out  and  establishing  of 
any  road  or  roads  as  a  substitute  or  replacement  of  the 
present  road  adjacent  to  Druid  Lake,  all  rights  of  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  the  Bureau  of 
Water  Supply  and  of  the  general  public  therein  shall 
terminate  and  excepting  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Civic 
Center  Commission  of  Baltimore  over  the  said  area  as  to  all 
that  portion  now  being  used  as  a  reservoir  known  as  "Druid 
Lake"  and  the  wall  surrounding  said  lake,  and  also  except- 
ing all  those  portions  of  said  area  now  used  for  a  chlori- 
nator  station  and  valve  house  and  subject  to  the  right  within 
said  area  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  Supply  in  its  discretion 
and  at  its  option  to  maintain  within  said  area  all  present 
and  future  appurtenances  necessary  to  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  said  reservoir.

Whereas,  By  Ordinance  No.  520  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  June  25, 
1956,  the  Civic  Center  Commission  of  Baltimore  was 
created  with  powers  and  duties  as  therein  set  forth ; 
and 

Whereas,  Among  said  powers,  the  Commission 
was  authorized  to  take  such  action  and  do  such 
things  as  may  be  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  to 
select  a  proposed  site  for  the  Civic  Center  and  sub-

Whereas,  The  said  Commission,  in  exercise  of  the 
power  conferred  upon  it,  has  selected  a  site  herein- 
after more  specifically  described,  which  selection  has 
been  reported  to  and  duly  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates  of  Baltimore  City  at  a  special  session  held 
on  August  5,  1957 ;  and 

Whereas,  This  City  Council  after  full  considera- 
tion has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  that  the 
aforesaid  area  selected  by  the  Civic  Center  Commis- 
sion of  Baltimore,  which  selection  was  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City,  be  devoted 
and  used  for  the  aforesaid  establishment  and  equip- 
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ment  of  a  modern  and  adequate  Civic  Center  and  all 
necessary  and  useful  facilities  and  appurtenances 
thereto  and  that  it  will  be  in  the  public's  interest 
and  benefit  to  have  said  Civic  Center  located  thereon. 

THEREFORE : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  build- 
ings or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed 
or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  over  which  said  build- 
ings or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  constructed  or 
erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have  been 
removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
person  or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect 
such  buildings  or  structures.  Railroad  tracks  shall 
be  taken  to  be  "structures"  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highway,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein,  for 
the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of  any  or 
all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
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Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights 
of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all 
applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1950  Edition)  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all 
ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assess- 
ments and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference.

Whereas,  It  was  further  agreed  that  the  entire 
distribution  system  in  Howard  County  lying  beyond 
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the  master  water  meter  shall  become  the  property 
of  the  county ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Agreement  covering  such  under- 
standing was  executed  by  all  parties  on  March  6, 
1957,  wherein  the  City  agreed  to  execute  any  and  all 
necessary  instruments  conveying  to  the  County  all 
its  right,  title,  interest  and  estate  in  and  to  the 
entire  distribution  system  lying  in  Howard  County 
beyond  the  master  water  meter. 

THEREFORE : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  unto  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  Howard  County,  a  deed  conveying 
all  of  its  rights,  title,  interest  and  estate  in  and  to  all 
water  mains,  easements,  utilities,  equipment,  service 
pipes  and  appurtenances  lying  in  Howard  County 
beyond  the  City's  master  water  meter  located  in 
Baltimore  County. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  no  deed 
or  deeds  shall  pass  in  accordance  herewith  until  the 
same  shall  have  first  been  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City

Company,  lessee  of  The  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company  (said  Companies  being  herein  referred  to 
as  "Grantee"),  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  a  single  railroad 
track  across  the  bed  of  Madison  Street,  the  center 
line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described 
as  follows: 

The  center  line  of  said  track  crosses  the  north 
building  line  of  Madison  Street  about  164  feet  east 
of  the  east  building  line  of  Guilford  Avenue,  and 
crosses  the  south  building  line  of  Madison  Street 
about  174  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of 
Guilford  Avenue ;  the  said  track  being  about  67  feet 
in  length. 

The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed 
which  is  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance.

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of 
such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or 
welfare  may  so  require.

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granted  shall  be  the  sum  on  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable  in 
advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said  franchise 
and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the 
measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal 
feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said 
grantee  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from  time 
to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice  from 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or  amounts 
due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in 
so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from  time  to 
time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from  the 
construction,  maintenance,  operation,  presence,  use, 
location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  or  removal  of 
said  tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 
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The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  re- 
locating, supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommodat- 
ing of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such 
cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust, 
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alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect  and/or 
accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in  whole  or  in  part 
and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully  meet 
the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  their  respective  successors  or  assigns,  in 
further  consideration  of  the  grant  hereby  made, 
shall  promptly  remove  from  Madison  Street  the  first 
single  railroad  track  heretofore  described  in  and  au- 
thorized by  Ordinance  No.  706,  approved  May  26, 
1949;  and  shall  promptly  restore  and  repave  said 
portion  of  Madison  Street,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer. 

SEC.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  their  respective  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  stand  a  car  or  cars  on  any  part  or  parts  of  the 
track  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  706,  approved  May  26,  1949,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed ;  provided,  however,  that  no 
claims,  charges  and/or  liabilities,  which  have  arisen, 
accrued,  or  become  due,  under  said  Ordinance  No. 
706,  approved  May  26,  1949  at  any  time  or  times 
prior  to  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be,  in  any  way,  affected  by  the  repeal  of  said 
ordinance ;  and  provided  further,  that  the  said  gran- 
tee shall  pay  the  franchise  charge  provided  for  in 
said  Ordinance  No.  706  for  the  first  track  therein 
described  and  authorized  up  to  and  including,  but 
not  for  any  period  after  April  16,  1957;  and  for  the 
second  track  therein  described  and  authorized  in 
said  Ordinance  706  up  to  and  including,  but  not  for 
any  period  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

(said  Companies  being  hereafter  referred  to  as 
"grantee"),  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
continue  to  maintain  and  operate  a  single  railroad 
track  in  the  bed  of  Bond  Street,  the  center  line  of 
said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described  as  fol- 
lows: 

Beginning  for  the  said  track  in  the  center  line  of 
the  existing  main  track  of  said  grantee  in  or  near

period  of  twenty-five  years,  commencing  on  the 
second  day  of  December,  1949,  and  with  the  further 
right  to  said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including 
in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right, 
to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty- 
five  years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  gran- 
tee, its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they 
shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  bind- 
ing as  to  the  revaluation  aforesaid;  provided,  that 
if  the  said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time, 
fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  right 
and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munici- 
pal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  herein 
contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  there- 
of, and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times, 
by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of

obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said 
tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  and 
so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any 
other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the 
cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  between  the 
rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
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thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be 
constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be 
of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or 
welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollars  ($1.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those  por- 
tions of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon  which 
cars  are  not  permitted  to  stand,  and  the  sum  of  Two 
Dollars  ($2.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per 
annum  for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby  au- 
thorized upon  which  cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all 
payable  in  advance,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and 
the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City 
upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number 
of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or 
operated  in  each  category  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance;  and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay 
all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
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to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said 
tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights  herein 
granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from  time  to 
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time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted 
shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks  and 
franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensation  to 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assign,  shall  promptly 
remove  the  track  and  appurtenances  so  affected,  at 
its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  removal 
of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be  done  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  the 
City,  acting  through  said  Highways  Engineer.  And

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by 
them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all 
such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said 
work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for 
and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all 
suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs 
and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,   use,  operation,   maintenance,   altera- 
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tion,  repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of 
said  railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and  whether 
such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages, 
costs  and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  or  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corporations 
and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at  any 
time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of  any 
public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  performed 
and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the 
City,  the  State,  and/or  Federal  Government,  or  any 
of  their  agencies) ,  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall 
in  his  judgment  determine  that  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  require  the 
adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating,  sup- 
porting, protecting  and/or  accommodating  of  any  or 
all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly 
upon  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift,  move, 
relocate,  support,  protect  and/or  accommodate  their 
said  tracks,  in  whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or 
permanently,  so  as  to  fully  meet  the  exigencies 
occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  their  respective  successors  or  assigns,  in 
further  consideration  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
promptly  remove  from  Thames  Street  the  second 
single  railroad  track  heretofore  described  in  and 
authorized  by  Ordinance  No.  906,  approved  Decem- 
ber 2,  1949 ;  and  shall  promptly  restore  and  repave 
said  portion  of  Thames  Street,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer.

repeal  of  said  ordinance ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  said  grantee  shall  pay  the  franchise  charge  pro- 
vided for  in  said  Ordinance  No.  906  for  the  second 
track  therein  described  and  authorized,  up  to  and 
including,  but  not  for  any  period  after  December  1, 
1956,  and  for  the  first  track  therein  described  and 
authorized,  up  to  and  including,  but  not  for  any 
period  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Chapter  15A  of  Article  5  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition)  title  "Building  Regulations", 
sub-title  "Chapter  15A  Licenses  for  Rooming  Houses  and 
Multiple  Family  Dwellings"  as  said  Chapter  15A  was  or- 
dained by  Ordinance  No.  994,  approved  June  10,  1957,  and  to 
ordain  a  new  Chapter  15 A  in  lieu  thereof  to  stand  in  the 
place  of  Chapter  15A  so  repealed,  providing  generally  for 
the  licensing  of  certain  rooming  houses,  multiple  family 
dwellings  and  any  combination  thereof,  including  but  not 
limited  to  certain  hotels,  motels,  lodging  houses,  apartment 
houses,  garden  apartments  and  apartment  hotels,  con- 
ferring  and   imposing   certain   powers   and   duties   on   the 
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building  inspection  engineer  and  on  other  officials  and 
agencies  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  mak- 
ing special  provision  for  any  and  all  inspections  to  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  providing  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
validating  and  confirming  certain  actions  and  procedures 
taken  and  adopted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  and  the  re- 
quirements of  said  Ordinance  No.  994. 

Whereas,  Inspections  made  by  the  municipal 
agencies  show  that  many  buildings  in  Baltimore  City 
are  being  used  to  house  a  greater  number  of  room- 
ing and  dwelling  units  than  permitted  by  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  over-crowding  of  land  and  build- 
ings leads  to  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
principal  causes  of  lack  of  maintenance  and  the 
general  deterioration  of  neighborhoods  into  blighted 
and  slum  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Such  over-crowding  places  an  unwar- 
ranted burden  upon  trash  and  garbage  collection 
facilities  and  other  municipal  services,  resulting  in 
dangerous,  unsanitary  conditions,  thereby  affecting 
adversely  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  occupants 
of  the  buildings  over-crowded  and  the  City  at  large ; 
and 

Whereas,  People  occupying  such  over-crowded 
structures  lack  adequate  sanitary  facilities  and  other 
necessary  facilities  to  prevent  hazards  from  disease ; 
and 

Whereas,  Reports  from  the  Fire  Department 
indicate  such  over-crowding  constitutes  a  serious 
life  hazard  to  the  occupants  and  others  living  near- 
by and  that  adequate  means  of  egress  are  rarely 
provided ;  and 

Whereas,  Over-crowding,  with  its  resultant  lack 
of  maintenance  and  the  multiplication  of  health 
and  fire  hazards  generates  a  creeping  paralysis  which 
ultimately  affects  large  sections  of  the  City ;  and 
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Whereas,  There  is,  at  the  present  time,  no  periodic 
inspection  of  multiple  family  dwellings  to  determine 
compliance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  the  present  license  fees  charged  for 
rooming  houses,  lodging  houses  and  hotels  are  wholly 
inadequate  to  pay  even  a  fraction  of  required  in- 
spectional  services;  and 

Whereas,  The  annual  licensing  and  inspection  of 
rooming  houses,  multiple  family  dwellings  and  any 
combination  thereof,  are  required  to  protect  the 
public  health,  safety,  morals  and  general  welfare 
and  are  in  the  public  interest ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Chapter  15 A  of  Article 
5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Building  Regulations",  sub-title  "Chapter  15A  Li- 
censes for  Rooming  Houses  and  Multiple  Family 
Dwellings"  as  said  Chapter  15 A  was  ordained  by 
Ordinance  No.  994,  approved  June  10,  1957,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  a  new  Chapter 
15A  be  added  to  Article  5  of  said  Code,  title  "Build- 
ing Regulations",  said  new  Chapter  to  follow  im- 
mediately after  Chapter  15  thereof  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

CHAPTER  15A 

LICENSES  FOR  ROOMING  HOUSES  AND 
MULTIPLE  FAMILY  DWELLINGS 

1.  License  Required 

No  person  shall  conduct  or  operate  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  any  room- 
ing house,  multiple  family  dwelling,  or  any  com- 
bination thereof,  without  having  first  obtained  a  li- 
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cense  or  a  temporary  certificate  to  do  so  as  herein- 
after provided. 

2.  Definitions 

(a)  The  term  "person"  as  used  in  this  sub-title 
shall  mean  and  include  natural  persons,  co-partner- 
ships, corporations  and  associations,  and  shall  in- 
clude persons  of  both  sexes. 

(b)  The  term  "operator"  as  used  in  this  sub-title 
shall  mean  and  include  any  person  conducting  or 
operating  a  rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling, 
or  any  combination  thereof  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  the  owner  of  the  build- 
ing, the  lessee,  the  sub-lessee,  the  mortgagee  in  pos- 
session, or  any  other  person  otherwise  operating  a 
rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling  or  any 
combination  thereof. 

(c)  The  term  "rooming  house"  as  used  in  this 
sub-title  shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  any  house, 
building,  or  combination  of  buildings,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  which  is  used  or  designed  to  be  used,  with  or 
without  meals,  as  an  abiding  place  of  five  (5)  or  more 
individuals  who  are  not  related  to  the  owner  or 
lessee  of  the  same,  and  shall  include  but  is  not 
limited  to,  hotels,  motels,  or  lodging  houses. 

(d)  The  term  "multiple  family  dwelling"  as  used 
in  this  sub-title  shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  any 
house,  building,  or  combination  of  buildings,  includ- 
ing groups  of  detached  buildings  comprising  a  single 
apartment  project  under  a  single  ownership  and 
management,  or  any  portion  of  any  building,  which 
is  used  or  designed  to  be  used  for  more  than  two  (2) 
dwelling  units  or  two  (2)  dwelling  units  and  any 
other  occupancy,  such  as  commercial  or  office  oc- 
cupancy, and  shall  include  all  apartment  houses, 
garden  apartments  and  apartment  hotels. 
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(e)  The  term  "or  any  combination  thereof"  as  used 
in  this  sub-title,  shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  any 
combination  of  rooming  units  and  dwelling  units 
totaling  three  (3)  or  more  in  number. 

(f )  The  term  "dwelling  unit"  as  used  in  this  sub- 
title, shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  a  room  or  group  of 
rooms  forming  a  single  habitable  unit  occupied  by 
one  or  more  persons  with  facilities  which  are  used 
or  intended  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  occupants 
of  such  unit  for  living,  sleeping,  eating  and  cooking. 

(g)  The  term  "rooming  unit"  as  used  in  this  sub- 
title, shall  be  and  is  deemed  to  be  a  room  or  group 
of  rooms  forming  a  single  habitable  unit  used  or  in- 
tended to  be  used  for  living  and  sleeping  but  not  for 
eating  or  cooking. 

3.  Application  for  License 

(a)  (1)  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  the  operator  of  every 
existing  rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling 
or  any  combination  thereof  shall  make  application 
to  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  for  a  license  for  such  business.  Such  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  by 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

(2)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
thereupon  issue  forthwith  a  no-charge  temporary 
certificate  stating  that  a  license  has  been  applied 
for  and  that  such  license  shall  be  issued  or  denied 
after  the  building  has  been  fully  inspected. 

(3)  If  the  building  to  be  licensed  is  located  with- 
in an  Urban  Renewal  Area,  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  application  to 
the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Agency 
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to  determine  what  plans,  if  any,  that  Agency  has 
for  said  building. 

(4)  Inspectors  from  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection, who  have  been  trained  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  the  Health  Department  and  the 
Fire  Department  to  make  inspections  of  rooming 
houses  and  multiple  family  dwellings  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title,  shall  make  inspections  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  building  is  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Building  Code,  the  Health  Code  and 
the  Fire  Prevention  Code  of  Baltimore  City. 

(5)  If  the  inspector  finds  any  violations  of  either 
of  the  three  Codes  he  shall  report  in  writing  all 
building  violations  to  the  Building  Inspection  En- 
gineer, all  health  violations  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  all  fire  violations  to  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department.  The  departments  so  notified  shall 
then  send  out  the  appropriate  violation  notice  and 
send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  inspector  for  his  sub- 
sequent reinspection.  When  all  violation  notices 
have  been  complied  with  the  inspector  shall  so 
notify  the  appropriate  departments  and  report  to 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  that  the  building 
is  in  compliance  with  the  Building,  Health  and  Fire 
Codes.  If  the  inspector  finds  no  violations  on  his 
initial  inspection,  he  shall  notify  the  three  depart- 
ments that  an  inspection  has  been  made,  and  that 
the  building  is  in  compliance  with  the  Building, 
Health  and  Fire  Codes. 

(6)  When  the  building  has  been  approved  for  a 
license,  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  shall 
notify  the  applicant,  in  writing,  that  the  applica- 
tion has  been  approved  and  that  the  license  must  be 
obtained  within  thirty  (30)  days  or  the  use  dis- 
continued, unless  a  reasonable  extension  of  time  has 
been  approved  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 
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(7)  In  those  instances  where  the  inspections  in- 
dicate that  a  license  should  be  denied  or  revoked  or 
a  renewal  license  refused  by  reason  of  the  existence 
of  any  of  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  6  of 
this  sub-title,  a  written  report  thereof  shall  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  inspector  to  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  in  order  that  they  may  take 
such  action  as  they  may  deem  appropriate. 

(8)  Whenever  an  inspection  shall  indicate  that  any 
building  or  any  part  thereof  is  imminently  hazardous 
to  the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  people,  the 
inspector  shall  make  an  immediate  report  thereof 
in  writing  to  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  or  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  in  order  that  they  may  take  such  action 
as  they  may  deem  appropriate. 

(9)  The  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  before 
granting  any  rooming  house  license  shall  examine 
into  and  investigate  the  character  and  qualifications 
of  applicants  therefor.  No  rooming  house  license 
shall  be  issued  to  any  person  to  conduct  a  hotel, 
rooming  house,  motel  or  lodging  house  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  unless  such  person  is  of  ascer- 
tained good  moral  character.  In  making  such  de- 
termination, the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  shall 
consider  (a)  all  criminal  convictions  of  the  applicant, 
the  reasons  therefor  and  the  demeanor  of  the  ap- 
plicant subsequent  to  his  release,  (b)  the  license  his- 
tory of  the  applicant,  whether  such  person,  in  pre- 
viously operating  in  this  City  or  in  another  City  or 
State  under  a  license  had  had  such  license  revoked 
or  suspended,  the  reasons  therefor,  and  the  demeanor 
of  the  applicant  subsequent  to  such  action,  and  (c) 
such  other  facts  relevant  to  the  general  personal 
history  of  the  applicant  as  he  shall  find  necessary 
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to  a  fair  determination  of  the  eligibility  of  the  ap- 
plicant. When  application  for  a  license  is  made  by 
or  on  behalf  of  a  corporation,  co-partnership  or 
association,  such  application  shall  be  made  by  the 
manager,  officer,  agent  or  other  person  who  will 
have  the  charge  and  management  of  such  hotel, 
rooming  house,  motel  or  lodging  house. 

(b)  The  Operator  of  every  rooming  house,  mult- 
iple family  dwelling  or  any  combination  thereof,  to 
be  established  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Or- 
dinance, shall  first  obtain  a  license  before  beginning 
operation.  Application  shall  be  made  to  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  as  above  provided,  and  acted 
upon  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  date  of  filing. 

4.  License  fees. 

The  annual  license  fees  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  An  annual  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  per 
rooming  unit  shall  be  charged  for  rooming  house 
licenses,  with  a  maximum  fee  of  Two  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($200.00)  per  license. 

(b)  An  annual  fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  per 
dwelling  unit  shall  be  charged  for  multiple  family 
dwelling  licenses,  with  a  maximum  fee  of  Two  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($200.00)  per  license. 

(c)  Where  a  building  is  used  for  a  combination  of 
uses  a  license  fee  shall  be  charged  for  each  such  use 
at  the  rate  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  per  rooming 
unit  and  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  per  dwelling  unit, 
with  a  maximum  fee  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
($200.00)  per  license. 

5.  Renewal  Licenses 

Each  license  shall  expire  one  year  from  the  date 
of  issuance  and  shall  be  renewable  annually,  at  a 
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fee  based  on  the  above  stated  rates,  upon  application 
to  and  approval  of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

6.  Revocation  of  License 

A  license  shall  be  denied  or  revoked  or  a  renewal 
license  refused  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
upon  his  own  finding  or  upon  certification  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  or  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  their 
finding  of  either  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  That  the  operator  of  a  rooming  house,  multiple 
family  dwelling,  or  any  combination  thereof,  failed 
to  comply  with  any  lawful  notice  to  correct  violations 
of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  or  of  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  is- 
isued  pursuant  thereto,  concerning  the  health,  safety 
morals  or  general  welfare  of  the  occupants  of  the 
rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling  or  any 
combination  thereof,  or  of  the  public  in  general  with- 
in sixty  (60)  days  or  within  the  time  stated  in  the 
notice ; 

(b)  That  the  operator  of  a  rooming  house  or  his 
manager,  officer  or  agent  having  charge  and  man- 
agement of  said  rooming  house,  suffered,  allowed  or 
permitted  the  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  which 
such  license  relates,  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  ill-fame, 
brothel,  bawdy  house  or  disorderly  house,  for  the 
purpose  of  prostitution,  fornication,  lewdness, 
adultery,  or  other  immoral  practices. 

7.  Notice,  Hearing  and  Appeal 

(a)  No  license  shall  be  denied  or  revoked  or  a  re- 
newal license  refused  by  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer  unless  he  shall  first  have  given  the  holder 
of  or  applicant  for  the  same  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
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days  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  revoke, 
deny  or  refuse  to  renew  such  license,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  by  him  as  to  why  such  should  not 
be  done ;  this  provision  as  to  notice  and  hearing  shall 
not  apply  where  there  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  the  Building  Inspection  En- 
gineer or  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  im- 
minent danger  to  the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the 
people. 

(b)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision  of  the 
Building  Inspection  Engineer  after  hearing  may 
appeal  by  petition  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court.  The 
petition  shall  set  forth  that  such  decision  is  illegal, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  and  specify  the  grounds  of  the 
illegality.  Such  petition  must  be  presented  to  the 
Court  within  Fifteen  (15)  Days  after  the  decision 
of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer.  The  Baltimore 
City  Court,  sitting  without  a  jury,  shall  hear  and 
determine  all  matters  relating  to  the  appeal  de  novo, 
and  the  decision  of  said  Court  thereon  shall  be  final 
unless  an  appeal  is  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

8.  Imminently  Hazardous  Buildings 

Whenever  any  building  or  any  part  thereof  is 
found  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  or  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  be  imminently  hazardous  to  the 
health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  people,  the  appro- 
priate City  Agency  may  post  the  building  or  the 
appropriate  part  thereof  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  or  unsafe  and  shall  order  such  building  or 
the  appropriate  part  thereof  vacated.  Any  building 
or  any  part  thereof  so  vacated  shall  not  again  be 
used  for  human  habitation  or  otherwise  until  the 
hazard  has  been  eliminated  and  the  appropriate  City 
Agency  has  given  written  approval  for  re-occupancy. 
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9.  Transfer  of  License 

Any  person  taking  over  the  operation  of  a  li- 
censed building  may  have  the  existing  license  trans- 
ferred for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  for 
which  it  was  issued  upon  application  to  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  within  15  days  of  his  taking 
over  said  operation  and  upon  the  payment  of  a 
transfer  fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00).  No  refunds 
shall  be  made  to  those  discontinuing  operation  or 
who  sell,  transfer,  give  away,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  a  licensed  building  to  another  person.  Nothing 
in  this  section  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  sale, 
transfer,  or  disposition  of  any  interest  in  real  estate. 

10.  Guest  Register  Required 

Every  person  to  whom  a  rooming  house  license 
shall  have  been  issued  to  operate  a  hotel,  motel, 
rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  shall  at  all  times, 
keep  a  standard  hotel  register,  in  which  shall  be  in- 
scribed the  names  of  all  guests  or  persons  renting 
or  occupying  rooms  in  such  house,  which  register 
shall  be  signed  by  the  person  renting  a  room  or 
rooms,  or  by  some  one  under  his  direction.  Such 
registration  must  be  made  and  after  the  name  or 
names  are  so  inscribed  or  registered  the  manager  of 
the  motel,  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  or 
his  agent,  shall  write  the  number  of  room  or  rooms 
which  such  guest  or  person  is  to  occupy,  together 
with  the  time  when  such  room  is  rented ;  all  of  which 
shall  be  done  before  such  person  is  permitted  to  oc- 
cupy such  room  or  rooms.  When  a  guest  relinquishes 
occupancy,  the  manager  in  charge  shall  note  in  the 
register  the  time  and  date  of  leaving.  All  entries 
shall  be  in  ink  and  shall  not  be,  in  any  manner, 
erased,  obliterated  or  defaced.  Such  register  shall 
be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  by  any  guest  of 
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the  house  wherein  such  register  is  kept,  and  to  any 
inspector  or  peace  officer  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
or  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

11.  Registry  in  Different  Name 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  write  or 
cause  to  be  written  in  any  motel,  hotel,  rooming 
house  or  lodging  house  register,  any  other  or  dif- 
ferent name  than  the  true  name  of  such  person  or 
the  name  by  which  such  person  is  generally  known. 

12.  Rooms  Numbered 

Any  person  to  whom  a  license  shall  have  been  is- 
sued, as  provided  in  this  sub-title,  shall  cause  each 
sleeping  room  or  apartment  to  which  such  license 
relates,  to  be  numbered  in  a  plain  and  conspicuous 
manner,  the  number  to  be  placed  on  the  outside  of 
the  door  and  no  two  doors  shall  bear  the  same  num- 
ber. 

13.  Letting  Rooms  to  Persons  of  Opposite  Sex 

No  room  in  any  rooming  house  shall  be  assigned  to 
two  persons  of  the  opposite  sex,  except  in  the  case 
of  children  accompanied  by  parent  or  guardian, 
unless  such  persons  shall  be  registered  as  husband 
and  wife. 

14.  Sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors 

No  person  to  whom  a  license  shall  have  been  is- 
sued to  conduct  and  operate  a  rooming  house,  Multi- 
ple family  dwelling,  or  any  combination  thereof, 
shall  sell,  barter  or  exchange  spirituous,  malt  or 
vinous  liquors,  or  knowingly  suffer,  permit  or  allow 
any  spirituous,  malt  or  vinous  liquors  to  be  sold, 
bartered  or  exchanged  in  said  licensed  premises, 
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without  first  having  procured  a  license  authorizing 
him  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  liquors. 

15.  Person  Liable  for  Prosecution 

(a)  Where  a  license  shall  have  been  issued  to  any 
co-partnership,  corporation,  or  association  to  con- 
duct a  rooming  house,  multiple  family  dwelling,  or 
any  combination  thereof,  any  person  having  charge, 
management  or  control  thereof  shall  be  liable  to 
prosecution  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  liability  of 
any  person  or  persons  to  prosecution  for  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  it  shall  be 
sufficient  to  show  that  such  person  was  at  the  time 
of  the  act  of  violation  the  person  in  actual  charge, 
management  or  control  of  the  licensed  premises  in 
which  such  act  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed. 

16.  License  to  be  Posted 

The  person  to  whom  any  license  is  issued  shall 
display  it  in  the  lobby,  vestibule  or  other  prominent 
and  public  place  on  the  premises  during  all  the 
period  it  is  effective. 

17.  Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Commissioner  of  Health,  the  Building  In- 
spection Engineer  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment are  each  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  such  orders  and  to  make  and  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  neces- 
sary for  the  enforcement  of  this  sub-title  for  the 
protection  of  the  health,  safety,  morals  and  general 
welfare  of  the  people. 
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18.  Penalty  for  Violation 

Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title,  or  any  lawful  order,  rule  or  regulation 
issued,  made  or  adopted  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  or  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority granted  to  them  by  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title,  or  who  fails  to  apply  for  or  obtain  the  li- 
cense required  by  this  sub-title,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  and  each 
day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

19.  Buildings  Exempt  from  Payment  of  License 

Fee 

All  eleemosynary,  religious,  educational,  benevo- 
lent or  charitable  associations  and  all  Governmental 
Agencies  shall  apply  for  and  secure  the  license 
herein  required  but  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fee  for  the  same.

and  any  registration  conducted  or  information  com- 
piled under  said  Ordinance  No.  994  may  be  used  as 
if  conducted  and  compiled  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance.

An  ordinance  levying  and  imposing  taxes  on  all  gross  amounts 
of  money  paid  to  the  owners  or  operators  of  hotels  in  Balti- 
more City  by  certain  transient  guests  or  tenants  for  renting, 
using  or  occupying  rooms  in  said  hotels;  providing  for  the 
payment  and  collection  of  such  taxes;  conferring  and  im- 
posing certain  powers  and  duties  on  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  providing  penalties  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  regulations  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  is  hereby  levied 
and  imposed  a  tax  of  three  per  centum  (3%)  on  all 
gross  amounts  of  money  paid  to  the  owners  or 
operators  of  hotels  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  be- 
ginning January  1,  1958,  by  transient  guests  or 
tenants  for  renting,  using  or  occupying  a  room  or 
rooms  in  said  hotels,  to  be  paid  and  collected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

As  used  in  this  Ordinance,  a  "transient  guest  or 
tenant"  shall  mean  a  person  or  persons  renting, 
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using  or  occupying  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  hotel  for 
less  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days,  and  a  "hotel" 
shall  mean  a  building  containing  sleeping  accom- 
modations for  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  persons 
and  open  to  the  transient  public. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  every 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  owning  or 
operating  any  hotel  in  Baltimore  City  shall  collect 
the  taxes  herein  levied  and  imposed  from  the  per- 
sons paying  the  rental  or  other  charges  for  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  any  room  or  rooms  in  his  or  its 
hotel,  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer 
on  or  before  February  10,  1958,  and  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  each  month  thereafter.  At  the  same 
time  that  any  such  payment  is  made  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  party  making  such  payment  shall  file 
with  the  City  Treasurer  a  statement,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,  on  such  forms  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  showing  the  amount  of  taxes  col- 
lected during  the  preceding  period,  and  setting  forth 
such  other  data  and  information  as  may  be  required 
by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt 
or  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  pertaining  to  the  payment, 
collection  and  accounting  of  the  taxes  levied  and 
imposed  by  this  Ordinance  or  in  connection  with  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance.

An  ordinance  to  add  nine  (9)  new  sections  to  Article  37  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes",  sub- 
title "Taxes — Special",  said  new  sections  to  be  known  as 
Sections  58A  to  58-1,  inclusive,  to  follow  immediately  after 
the  sub-title  "Taxes — Special"  and  immediately  after  Sec- 
tion 58  of  said  Article  37  and  to  be  under  the  sub-heading 
"Advertising",  levying  and  imposing  a  tax  on  certain  sales 
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of  space  in,  on,  upon  or  attached  to  certain  printed  matter, 
billboards,  structures,  vehicles  and  airborne  devices  which 
space  is  used  for  or  in  connection  with  advertising  or 
advertising  purposes,  and  levying  and  imposing  a  tax  on 
certain  sales  of  time  on  or  in  connection  with  certain  radio 
or  television  broadcasts  which  time  is  used  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  advertising  or  advertising  purposes;  providing 
certain  exemptions  from  the  tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this 
ordinance;  providing  for  the  method  and  procedure  for  the 
payment  and  collection  of  such  tax;  providing  for  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  conferring  and  imposing  certain  powers  and 
duties  on  the  City  Treasurer,  and  providing  penalties  for 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  rules  and 
regulations    of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  nine  (9)  new  sections  be 
and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  37  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes",  sub- 
title "Taxes-Special",  to  be  known  as  Sections  58A  to 
58-1,  inclusive,  to  follow  immediately  after  the  sub- 
title "Taxes-Special"  and  immediately  after  Section 
58  of  said  Article  37,  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub- 
heading "Advertising",  all  to  read  as  follows: 

58A.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  a  tax 
at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  (4%)  upon  the  gross 
sales  price  of : 

1.  Each  and  every  sale  of  space  in  any  and  all 
newspapers,  magazines,  periodicals,  programs,  direc- 
tories and  other  printed  matter  published  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  which  space  is  used  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  advertising  or  advertising  purposes ; 

2.  Each  and  every  sale  of  space  in,  on  or  upon 
any  billboard  or  structure  located  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  which  space  is  used  for  or  in  connection 
with  advertising  or  advertising  purposes ; 

3.  Each  and  every  sale  of  space  in,  on,  upon  or 
attached  to  any  vehicle  or  airborne  device,  by  any 
person  whose  principal  operations  are  in  the  City  of 
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Baltimore,  which  space  is  used  for  or  in  connection 
with  advertising  or  advertising  purposes ;  and 

4.  Each  and  every  sale  of  time  on  or  in  con- 
nection with  any  intrastate  radio  or  television  broad- 
cast originating  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  directed 
to  persons  in  the  State  of  Maryland  or  any  part 
thereof,  which  time  is  used  for  or  in  connection  with 
advertising  or  advertising  purposes. 

58B.     The  tax  hereby  levied  shall  not  apply  to : 

1.  Sales  of  space  or  time  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned to  or  by  any  non-profit  hospital,  non-profit 
religious,  non-profit  charitable,  non-profit  scientific, 
non-profit  literary,  or  non-profit  educational  in- 
stitution or  organization ; 

2.  Sales  of  space  or  time  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned which  are  not  within  the  taxing  power  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America ; 

3.  Sales  of  space  or  time  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned to  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  of  its 
instrumentalities,  or  to  the  State  of  Maryland  or 
any  of  its  agencies  or  any  of  its  political  subdivi- 
sions, or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
or  any  of  its  agencies ;  and 

4.  Sales  of  space  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  for 
the  publication  of  notices  required  or  provided  for 
by  law  or  by  judicial  order. 

58C.  (a)  Every  person  who  makes  any  sale  of 
space  or  time  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  collect 
the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance  from  the  pur- 
chaser of  said  space  or  time  and  report  and  remit 
the    same    as    hereinafter    provided.     The   vendor 
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shall  have  the  same  right  against  the  purchaser  for 
the  collection  of  this  tax  as  he  has  for  the  collection 
of  the  sales  price  of  such  space  or  time  so  sold ; 

(b)  Every  person  who  purchases  any  time  or 
space  which  is  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
Ordinance  and  who  has  not  paid  the  tax  due  thereon 
to  a  vendor,  shall  file  a  return  and  pay  the  tax  im- 
posed by  this  Ordinance  directly  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer by  the  25th  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding 
the  month  in  which  the  time  or  space  was  purchased ; 

(c)  Every  vendor  required  to  collect  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  Ordinance  shall  file  a  return  thereof 
with  the  City  Treasurer  and  pay  the  tax  imposed 
by  the  25th  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  the 
month  in  which  the  taxable  space  or  time  is  sold ; 

(d)  Any  vendor  who  fails  to  collect  or  pay 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  personally  liable  for  the  tax  col- 
lected or  required  to  be  collected  under  this 
Ordinance ; 

(e)  Whenever  any  taxpayer  fails  to  file  any  re- 
turn and/or  pay  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance 
within  the  time  limited  therefor,  the  amount  of  tax 
due  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one 
percentum  (1/%  of  1%)  per  month  or  any  fraction 
thereof,  during  the  entire  period  that  such  tax  re- 
mains unpaid,  and  in  addition,  any  delinquent  tax- 
payer shall  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  percentum  (10%) 
of  the  tax  due.  Whenever  the  City  Treasurer  finds 
that  a  required  report  has  not  been  filed  or  that  any 
tax  due  has  not  been  paid,  then  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  make  an  assessment  against  such  delinquent 
taxpayer  for  the  amount  of  tax  due,  interest  and 
penalty  as  hereinabove  provided; 

(f)  Whenever  any  vendor  is  unable  to  collect 
accounts  receivable  in  connection  with  which  the 
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tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance  has  already  been  re- 
mitted by  such  vendor  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
such  accounts  have  been  charged  off  as  worthless  by 
such  vendor  during  a  taxable  year,  then  such  vendor 
may  apply  for  and  be  entitled  to  a  refund  of  the 
amount  of  tax  paid  as  to  such  worthless  accounts, 
provided  application  for  such  refund  is  made  within 
three  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of 
such  tax ;  and 

(g)  Any  and  all  sales  of  space  or  time  as  here- 
inbefore mentioned  which  are  made  on  or  after 
January  1,  1958,  and  which  are  taxable  under  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  Ordinance. 

58D.  The  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance,  and 
all  increases,  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  shall 
be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  any  person  liable  to 
pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer  from  and  after 
the  time  any  notice  has  been  given  that  such  tax  has 
become  due  and  payable  as  provided  herein.  Notice 
of  such  lien  shall  be  filed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  County 
in  which  said  property  is  located,  or  if  located  in 
Baltimore  City,  such  lien  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Tax  Lien  Record  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of 
Receipts  and/or  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Baltimore  City.  Each  Clerk  of  Court  shall  ac- 
curately and  promptly  record  and  index  all  such 
notices  of  lien  filed  with  him  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  shall  enter  such  lien  in  the  judgment  docket  of 
the  Court,  stating  the  name  of  the  delinquent  tax- 
payer, the  amount  of  the  lien  and  the  date  thereof.

58E.  Whenever  any  sale  on  which  the  tax  im- 
posed by  this  Ordinance  has  been  paid,  is  rescinded 
or  cancelled,  the  vendor  shall  refund  to  the  pur- 
chaser the  amount  of  said  tax  paid  to  him.  When- 
ever any  vendor  has  refunded  such  a  tax  paid  by  a 
purchaser,  or  whenever  any  taxpayer  has  errone- 
ously, illegally  or  unconstitutionally  paid  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  Ordinance  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  refund  such  tax  if  applica- 
tion therefor  is  made  in  writing  within  three  (3) 
years  from  the  payment  of  the  tax  stating  a  proper 
ground  or  grounds  for  refund. 

58F.  (a)  Every  vendor  of  any  space  or  time  as 
hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  keep  complete  and  ac- 
curate records  of  all  taxable  sales,  together  with  a 
record  of  the  tax  collected  thereon,  and  shall  keep 
all  invoices  or  other  billing  data  and  such  other 
pertinent  records  and  documents  as  are  necessary 
to  determine  the  amount  of  tax  due.  Such  records 
and  other  documents  shall  be  open  at  all  times  dur- 
ing business  hours  for  inspection  and  examination 
by  the  City  Treasurer  or  other  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentatives, agents  or  employees  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore ; 

(b)  Whenever  any  vendor  fails  to  keep  records 
from  which  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance  may 
be  accurately  computed,  the  City  Treasurer  may 
make  use  of  a  factor  developed  by  surveying  other 
taxpayers  of  the  same  type  or  otherwise  compute 
the  amount  of  tax  due,  and  this  computation  shall 
be  prima  facie  correct. 

58G  In  addition  to  the  powers  granted  to  the  City 
Treasurer  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  the 
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tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance,  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered : 

(a)  To  make,  adopt  and  amend  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to 
fully  collect  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance,  and 
to  define  any  terms  used  in  connection  with  the  im- 
position and  collection  of  said  tax; 

(b)  To  compromise  disputed  claims  in  con- 
nection with  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance,  and 
for  good  and  sufficient  cause  shown  to  remit  interest 
and  penalties ; 

(c)  To  delegate  any  of  his  powers,  duties  and 
functions  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  the 
tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance  and  the  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  relating  thereto  to  the  Deputy 
City  Treasurer,  or  any  other  agent,  representative  or 
employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more ;  and 

(d)  To  extend,  for  good  cause  shown,  the  time 
for  filing  any  return  required  to  be  filed  under  this 
Ordinance  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  he  may 
deem  reasonable. 

58H.  (a)  Any  person  who  wilfully  fails  to  col- 
lect the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance ;  or 

(b)  who  wilfully  fails  to  pay  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  tax  imposed  by  this  ordinance ;  or 

(c)  who  wilfully  fails  to  file  a  return  required  in 
connection  with  said  tax ;  or 

(d)  who  wilfully  makes  any  false  statement  or 
misleading  omission  in  any  such  return;  or 

(e)  who  wilfully  fails  to  keep  complete  and  prop- 
er records  as  required  by  law  and  any  rules  or  reg- 
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illations  of  the  City  Treasurer  made  or  promulgated 
pursuant  thereto; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($500.00)  or  be  imprisoned  for  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court,  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

58-1  As  used  in  this  Ordinance  the  following 
terms  shall  mean : 

(a)  "Advertising"  shall  mean  any  form  of  pub- 
lication, display,  radio  or  television  broadcast,  in- 
tended to  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  sale,  ren- 
tal, promotion,  securing  or  obtaining  of  any  prop- 
erty, product,  commodity,  service,  political  purpose, 
entertainment  or  employment  of  any  kind  or  charac- 
ter whatsoever. 

(b)  "Gross  sales  price"  shall  mean  the  aggregate 
value  in  money  charged  or  paid  for  space  or  time 
sold  or  purchased. 

(c)  "Person"  shall  mean  any  individual,  part- 
nership, society,  club,  association,  joint  stock  com- 
pany, corporation,  estate,  receiver,  trustee,  assignee, 
referee,  or  any  other  person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  or 
representative  capacity  and  any  other  group  or  com- 
bination of  individuals  acting  as  a  unit. 

(d)  "Sale  of  space"  shall  mean  any  transaction 
whereby  a  consideration  is  paid  or  is  to  be  paid  by  a 
purchaser  to  a  vendor  for  any  space  in  any  of  the 
media  designated  in  sub-sections  1,  2  and  3  of  Section 

58A. 

(e)  "Sale  of  time"  shall  mean  any  transaction 
whereby  a  consideration  is  paid  or  is  to  be  paid  for 
the  total  time  purchased  for  any  radio  or  television 
broadcast  mentioned  in  Sub-section  4  of  Section  58A. 
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(f )  "Taxpayer"  shall  mean  any  person  required 
by  this  Ordinance  to  make  returns  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer or  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance. 

(g)  "Vendor"  shall  mean  any  person  selling  any 
space  or  time  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  which  is 
subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  public  local  laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions,  and 
any  and  all  parts  of  any  public  local  laws,  ordinances 
or  resolutions  inconsistent  with  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed  to  the 
the  extent  of  any  such  inconsistency.

vehicles  and  airborne  devices,  which  space  is  used  for  or  in 
connection  with  advertising  or  advertising  purposes,  and 
levying  and  imposing  a  tax  upon  the  gross  receipts,  with- 
out any  deductions  or  credits  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  of 
every  person,  or  other  legal  entity,  which  are  received  by 
such  person  or  legal  entity  from  the  sale  of  time  on  or  in 
connection  with  certain  radio  or  television  broadcasts,  which 
time  is  used  for  or  in  connection  with  advertising  or 
advertising  purposes;  providing  certain  exemptions  from 
the  tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  Ordinance;  providing  for 
the  method  and  procedure  for  the  payment  and  collection

3.  The  sale  of  space  in,  on,  upon  or  attached  to 
any  vehicle  or  airborne  device  which  is  principally 
operated  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  space  is 
used  for  or  in  connection  with  advertising  or  ad- 
vertising purposes;  and 

4.  The  sale  of  time  on  or  in  connection  with  any 
intrastate  radio  or  television  broadcast  originating 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  directed  to  persons  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  or  any  part  thereof,  which 
time  is  used  for  or  in  connection  with  advertising 
or  advertising  purposes.

(e)  "Taxpayer"  shall  mean  any  person  required 
by  this  Ordinance  to  make  returns  to  the  City 
Treasurer  or  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  by  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any 
and  all  public  local  laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions, 
and  any  and  all  parts  of  any  public  local  laws,  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions  inconsistent  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed  to 
the  extent  of  any  such  inconsistency.

ern Maryland  Railway  Company  and  Manokin 
Street.  Said  Expressway  to  be  connected,  as  a  direct 
continuation  in  both  line  and  grade,  to  the  existing 
Russell  Street  Viaduct  which  is  to  be  reconstructed 
south  of  Stockholm  Street  and  said  Expressway  to 
be  connected  to  Monroe  Street  and  Manokin  Street 
by  means  of  traffic  interchanges  and  said  Express- 
way to  be  connected,  as  a  direct  continuation,  in  both 
line  and  grade,  to  the  existing  Baltimore- Washington 
Expressway  at  or  near  the  line  of  said  Maisel 
Street  Foot  Bridge. 

Any  mention  or  reference  to  any  streets,  roads, 
avenues,  parkways,  expressways,  or  alleys  in  this 
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Ordinance,  or  on  the  plat,  referred  to  herein  are  for 
the  purpose  of  description  only  and  shall  not  be  held 
or  taken  to  be  any  evidence  whatever  that  said 
streets,  roads,  avenues,  parkways,  expressways, 
alleys  or  any  of  them,  are  public,  dedicated  or  private 
thoroughfares. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  and  the  Solicitor  of  Bal- 
timore City  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  on  be- 
half of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  ordinance,  the 
fee  simple  interests  or  such  other  interests  as  the 
Director  may  deem  necessary  or  sufficient,  in  and 
to  all  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  improvements 
thereupon,  including  all  property,  rights,  interests, 
easements  and/or  franchises  necessary  in  the  open- 
ing, widening,  extending,  grading,  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  Expressway,  Viaduct  and  Inter- 
changes, including  the  necessary  approaches,  piers, 
supports,  abutments,  walls,  embankments,  and  other 
appurtenances  of  said  Expressway,  Viaduct  and 
Interchanges.  If  the  said  Director  and  City  Solicitor 
are  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the 
purchase  price  of  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and 
improvements  thereupon  or  for  the  said  properties, 
rights,  interests,  easements  and/or  franchises,  the 
City  Solicitor  shall  thereupon  institute  in  the  name  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  neces- 
sary legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  condemnation 
the  fee  simple  interests  or  such  other  rights,  inter- 
ests, easements  and/or  franchises  as  the  said  Di- 
rector may  deem  necessary  or  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  Expressway,  Viaduct  and  Interchanges. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  not- 
withstanding any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
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the  interests  in  and  to  the  lands  to  be  condemned  or 
otherwise  acquired  within  said  Expressway,  Viaduct 
and  Interchanges  owned  by  or  in  the  possession  of 
any  railroad  company  in  operation  shall  be  only 
such  interests  as  may  be  necessary  for  constructing 
and  maintaining  in  perpetuity  said  Expressway, 
Viaduct,  Interchanges  and  appurtenances,  in  accord- 
ance with  detailed  plans  therefor  approved  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City  and 
without  materially  interfering  with  the  operation 
of  said  railroads. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further-  ordained,  That  the 
said  Director  of  Public  Works  and  City  Comptroller 
are  also  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  for  and  to 
enter  into  in.  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  any  and  all  necessary  agreements 
with  the  railroads,  street  railways,  the  Federal  and 
State  Governments,  or  any  of  their  agencies,  and 
any  other  persons,  firms  or  corporations,  in  aid  of, 
in  furtherance  of,  or  in  connection  with  said  Balti- 
more-Washington (Limited  Access)  Expressway 
project;  all  such  acquisitions  and  agreements  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  held,  taken  or 
construed  as  waiving  or  releasing  any  of  the  existing 
rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
or  any  of  the  existing  obligations  of  any  railroad 
company  or  street  railway  company  with  regard  to 
the  said  Expressway,  Viaduct  and  Interchanges. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Director  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  so 
design  said  Expressway,  Viaduct  and  Interchanges 
and  to  so  regulate  access  thereto  as  to  best  serve 
the  through  traffic  and  other  traffic  for  which  said 
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facilities  are  intended,  and  in  addition  thereto  di- 
rect access  to  and  from  said  Expressway,  Viaduct 
and  Interchanges  shall  be  denied  except  through 
and  by  way  of  the  exits  and  entrances  designated 
and  provided  by  or  by  the  authority  of  said  Director 
of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
the  necessary  agreements  have  been  made  and  the 
necessary  properties,  lands,  rights,  easements  and/or 
franchises  have  been  acquired  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore 
City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct 
or  cause  to  be  constructed  the  said  Expressway, 
Viaduct  and  Interchanges,  including  all  approaches, 
piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls,  embankments 
and  other  appurtenances  of  said  Expressway,  Via- 
duct and  Interchanges,  all  in  accordance  with  de- 
tailed plans  therefor  approved  by  the  said  Director 
of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tion 15  (c-1)  of  Article  23  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  "Pensions",  sub-title  "Additional  Op- 
portunity to  Obtain  Credit  for  Prior  Service",  as  said  sec- 
tion was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1039,  approved  May  14, 
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1954,  and  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Section 
16  of  said  Article  and  sub-title  giving  an  opportunity  to 
certain  persons  who  are  members  of  the  Employees'  Retire- 
ment System  as  of  January  1,  1958,  to  obtain  credit  for 
prior  service,  upon  certain  terms  and  conditions;  and 
specifying  certain  employees  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion to  be  among  those  who  are  eligible  for  obtaining 
credit  for  prior  service. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  15  (c-1)  of 
Article  23  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Pensions",  sub-title  "Additional  Op- 
portunity to  Obtain  Credit  for  Prior  Service",  as 
said  section  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1039, 
approved  May  14,  1954,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed 
and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

15. 

(c-1)  Any  person  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Retirement  System  on  January  1,  1958,  and  who 
was  a  member  of  any  Retirement  System  which  is 
being  operated  on  an  actuarial  basis,  with  contri- 
butions being  made  during  the  active  service  of 
new  members  which  are  computed  to  be  sufficient 
to  provide  the  reserves  needed  to  cover  the  retire- 
ment benefits  payable  on  their  account,  either 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  or  under  the  laws 
of  any  political  subdivision  of  this  State,  or 
who  was  in  a  service  subsequently  covered  by 
such  a  system,  and  who  is  not  credited  in  the  Retire- 
ment System  for  any  service  previously  rendered  as 
such  a  member  or  as  such  an  employee,  or  who  was 
an  employee  of  one  of  the  several  private  or  semi- 
public  agencies  listed  in  Section  16  of  this  Article, 
shall  be  credited  with  such  service  as  of  January  1, 
1958,  provided  that  he  shall  file  claim  therefor  prior 
to  April  1,  1958,  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
shall  pay  to  the  Retirement  System  by  a  single 
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payment  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  contributions  with  interest  which  he  would 
have  paid  had  he  been  a  member  of  the  Employees' 
Retirement  System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  while 
such  service  was  rendered. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Sec- 
tion 16  of  said  Article  and  sub-title  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments, 
to  read  as  follows : 

16.  Prior  Service  Credit  of  Employees  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Recreation  and  the  Department 
of  Education. 

(a)  Any  employee  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Recreation  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more who  is  a  member  of  the  Retirement  System,  or 
who  may  join  said  Retirement  System  pursuant  to 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  Section  15  of  this  Article, 
shall  be  given  credit  for  prior  service  rendered  by 
any  such  employee  to  the  Playground  Athletic 
League,  Incorporated,  the  Baltimore  Amateur 
Athletic  Council,  the  Hampden-Woodberry  Neigh- 
borhood Association,  the  Carroll  Mansion  Associa- 
tion and  the  Division  of  Recreation  for  Colored  Peo- 
ple, in  addition  to  the  prior  service  rendered  by 
any  such  employee  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

Except  as  above  provided,  all  of  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Article  shall  be  applicable  to  such 
employee  of  the  Department  of  Public  Recreation. 

(b)  Any  employee  of  the  Department  of  Education 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  who  is 
a  member  of  the  Retirement  System,  or  who  may 
join  said  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  the  terms 
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and  provisions  of  Section  15  of  this  Article,  shall 
be  given  credit  for  prior  service  rendered  by  any- 
such  employee  to  the  National  Defense  Training 
Program,  the  War  Production  Training  Program,  or 
any  other  similar  special  training  program  within 
which  he  was  employed  by  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  years  prior  to  and  during  World  War 
II,  in  addition  to  whatever  prior  service  credit  he 
shall  be  given  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  sub-section, 
all  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Article  shall 
be  applicable  to  such  employees  of  the  Department 
of  Education. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  and  said  Chapter  17  con- 
taining Sections  170-179,  inclusive,  and  also  containing  Para- 
graphs numbered  from  No.  1700-No.  1799,  inclusive;  and  to 
ordain  a  new  Chapter  17  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of 
the  Chapter  so  repealed,  and  also  to  contain  Sections  170-179, 
inclusive,  and  to  contain  Paragraphs  numbered  from  No.  1700- 
No.  1799,  inclusive,  and  to  be  under  the  sub-title  "Chapter  17 — 
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Fees  and  Service  Charges",  generally  amending  the  Building 
Code  of  Baltimore  City  with  respect  to  the  fees  and  service 
charges  for  the  various  classes  of  permits,  certificates,  inspections, 
tests  and  other  services  rendered  thereunder,  and  generally 
amending  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City  as  contained  in 
said  Article  5,  Chapter  17. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  Chapter  17  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition,  with  all  additions  and  amendments  thereto),  title  "Build- 
ing Regulations",  sub-title  "Chapter  17 — Fees  and  Service 
Charges",  said  Article  being  known  generally  as  the  Building  Code 
of  Baltimore  City  and  said  Chapter  17  containing  Sections  170-179, 
inclusive,  and  also  containing  Paragraphs  numbered  from  No.  1700- 
No.  1799,  inclusive,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed;  and  that  a  new 
Chapter  17  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in 
the  place  of  the  Chapter  so  repealed,  and  also  to  contain  Sections 
170-179,  inclusive,  and  to  contain  Paragraphs  numbered  from  No. 
1700-No.  1799,  inclusive,  and  to  be  under  the  sub-title  "Chapter 
17 — Fees  and  Service  Charges",  and  to  read  as  follows: 


CHAPTER  17 

FEES  AND  SERVICE  CHARGES 

SECTION  170—  GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
SERVICE  CHARGES 

1700.  Basis  of  Fees  and  Service  Charges  for  various  classes  of 
permits,  certificates,  inspections,  tests  and  other  services  rendered 
by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  and  set  forth  in  Chapter  17, 
are  based  upon  the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  for  services  rendered. 

1701.  Payment  of  any  and  all  Fees  or  Service  Charges  charged  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  be  made  directly 
to  the  City  Treasurer  of  Baltimore. 

1702.  Changing  Fees  and  Service  Charges.  No  fee  or  service 
charge  provided  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  be  increased 
or  decreased  without  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  first  having  been  duly  passed  and  approved. 


ORDINANCES  351 

1703.  Time  of  Payment.  Any  and  all  fees  provided  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  a  permit 
or  certificate  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  when  application  for  such 
permit  or  certificate  is  made.  Any  and  all  other  fees  or  charges 
due  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  services 
rendered  shall  be  paid  when  due  and  owing. 

1704.  Minimum  Fees  and  Service  Charges.  Any  and  all  fees  or 
service  charges  provided  for  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code  for 
the  various  classes  of  permits,  certificates,  inspections,  tests  or  other 
services  shall  be  as  provided  in  this  Chapter,  but  in  no  case  shall 
any  fee  or  service  charge  be  less  than  $2.00. 

1705.  Duplicates  and  Additional  Permits,  Certificates  and  Ap- 
proved Plans.  Duplicate  or  additional  copies  of  permits  shall  be 
issued  at  the  written  request  of  anyone  entitled  to  receive  them 
upon  payment  of  $2.00  for  each  duplicate  or  copy  issued. 

Duplicate  or  additional  copies  of  certificates  shall  be  issued  at 
the  written  request  of  anyone  entitled  to  receive  them  upon  pay- 
ment of  $2.00  for  each  duplicate  or  copy  issued. 

Duplicate  or  additional  copies  of  approved  plans  shall  be  issued 
at  the  written  request  of  anyone  entitled  to  receive  them  upon  pay- 
ment of  $2.00  for  the  first  sheet  and  $0.50  per  each  additional 
sheet  plus  any  charge  that  may  be  involved  in  reproducing  them. 

1706.  Fees  and   Service   Charges  not  Refundable.    No   fee  or 

other  service  charge,  or  portion  thereof,  paid  for  any  permit, 
certificate,  inspection,  test  or  any  other  service  rendered,  shall  be 
refunded  except  that  where  no  work  has  been  done,  or  any 
privilege  enjoyed  under  a  permit,  certificate,  inspection,  or  other 
service,  the  Board  of  Estimates  may  make  a  refund  of  not  more 
than  70  percent  of  any  fee  or  service  charge  for  such  permit, 
certificate,  inspection  or  service.  However,  no  refund  shall  be 
granted  on  any  fee  or  service  charge  which  is  less  than  $5.00. 

1707.  Fees  for  Partial  Permits,  Temporary  Permits,  and  Ex- 
tensions of  permits.  Where  a  partial  permit  is  permitted  to  be 
issued  in  this  Code,  a  fee  of  $5.00  shall  be  charged  for  each  such 
permit. 

Where  a  temporary  permit  is  permitted  to  be  issued  in  this  Code, 
except  for  structures  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1728,  a  fee  of  $2.00 
shall  be  charged  for  each  such  permit. 
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Where  an  extension  of  a  permit  is  permitted  to  be  issued  in  this 
Code,  a  fee  of  $2.00  shall  be  charged  for  each  extension. 

1708.  Fees  for  Amending  Permits  and  Certificates.  After  a  per- 
mit has  been  issued  and  an  amendment  for  a  revision  is  applied  for, 
the  fee  or  service  charge  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  For  each  and  every  amendment  where  a  new  permit  is  re- 
quired to  be  issued  the  charge  shall  be  one-half  the  charge  for  the 
original  permit  with  a  minimum  fee  of  $5.00. 

b.  For  each  and  every  amendment  where  revised  plans  are  re- 
quired, the  charge  shall  be  10  percent  of  the  original  permit  fee 
with  a  minimum  of  $5.00. 

c.  For  each  and  every  amendment  where  revised  plans  are  not 
required,  the  charge  shall  be  $2.00. 

After  a  certificate  has  been  issued  and  an  amendment  for  a 
revision  to  the  certificate  is  applied  for,  the  fee  or  service  charge 
shall  be  one-half  the  fee  for  the  original  certificate  with  a  minimum 
of  $2.00. 

1709.  Fees  and  Service  Charges  of  Other  Bureaus.  The  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  or  charge  as  provided  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
17  shall  not  be  taken  or  construed  to  relieve  anyone  from  paying 
any  and  all  other  fees  or  charges  that  may  be  made  by  any  depart- 
ment, bureau,  commission  or  other  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

SECTION  171— FEES  FOR  NEW  BUILDING  PERMITS 

1711.  Permit  Fees  for  New  Buildings  shall  be  based  upon  the 
gross  volume  of  the  building  or  structure  or  addition  thereto  as 
defined  in  Section  201  plus  the  volume  of  any  and  all  basements 
and  cellars. 

The  rate  shall  be  $0.75  for  each  1000  cubic  feet  of  volume  or 
portion  thereof,  with  a  minimum  of  $15.00  on  an  application  for 
a  new  building  or  structure  and  a  minimum  of  $5.00  on  an  ap- 
plication for  an  addition. 

SECTION  172— FEES  FOR  SPECIAL  STRUCTURE 
PERMITS 

1721.  Permit  Fees  for  Special  Buildings  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
New  Building  Permits  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1711. 
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1722.  Permit  Fees  for  General  Structures,  such  as  private  bridges, 
shelters,  tunnels,  viaducts  and  other  structures  of  a  general  nature 
or  use  within  the  scope  of  Paragraph  4920,  shall  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  $1.50  per  $1,000.00  or  portion  thereof  of  contract  price  or 
the  estimated  cost  if  the  application  is  filed  before  the  contract  is 
awarded.    The  minimum  fee  shall  be  $7.50. 

1723.  Permit  Fees  for  Assembly  Structures,  such  as  amusement 
arcades,  bleacher  stands,  grandstands,  open  air  arenas,  open  air 
dancing  pavilions,  stadiums  and  other  structures  used  for  assembly 
purposes  within  the  scope  of  Paragraph  4930,  shall  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  $10.00  per  1,000  seats  or  portion  thereof.  Where  the 
seats  are  not  individual,  the  seating  capacity  shall  be  computed  on 
the  basis  of  18  inches  of  seating  space  per  person,  or  where  no 
seats  are  provided,  the  seating  capacity  shall  be  computed  on  the 
basis  of  6  square  feet  per  person  over  the  entire  area.  The  minimum 
fee  shall  be  $10.00  except  fees  for  amusement  devices,  such  as 
mechanical  rides  which  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  for 
each  device. 

1724.  Permit  Fees  for  Commercial  Structures,  such  as  docks, 
filling  stations,  greenhouses,  merchandise  and  produce  stands, 
wharves  and  other  structures  used  for  commercial  purposes  within 
the  scope  of  Paragraph  4940,  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $1.50 
per  $1,000.00  or  portion  thereof  of  contract  price  or  the  estimated 
cost  if  the  application  is  filed  before  the  contract  is  awarded.  The 
minimum  fee  shall  be  $7.50. 

1725.  Permit  Fees  for  Storage  Structures,  such  as  coal  bins, 
grain  elevators,  lumber  storage  sheds,  multiple  deck  vehicle  parking 
structures,  multiple  garages,  silos  and  other  structures  used  for 
storage  purposes  within  the  scope  of  paragraph  4950,  shall  be 
charged  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  $1,000.00  or  portion  thereof  of 
contract  price  or  the  estimated  cost  if  the  application  is  filed  before 
the  contract  is  awarded.  The  minimum  fee  shall  be  $10.00. 

1726.  Permit  Fees  for  Industrial  Structures,  such  as  asphalt 
plants,  concrete  mixing  plants,  open  air  chemical  plants,  open  air 
power  stations  and  other  structures  used  for  industrial  purposes 
within  the  scope  of  Paragraph  4960,  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  $1.50  per  $1,000.00  or  portion  thereof  of  contract  price  or  the 
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estimated  cost  if  the  application  is  filed  before   the  contract  is 
awarded.    The  minimum  fee  shall  be  $10.00. 

1727.  Permit  Fees  for  Accessory  Structures,  such  as  accessory 
office  buildings,  chicken  and  pigeon  coops,  dog  kennels,  private 
garages  and  carports,  stables,  tool  houses  and  other  structures  25 
square  feet  or  more  in  area  used  for  accessory  purposes  in  connec- 
tion with  a  principal  occupancy  within  the  scope  of  Paragraph 
4970,  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  for  each  structure.  All 
structures  less  than  25  square  feet  in  area,  the  rate  shall  be  $2.00 
for  each  structure. 

1728.  Permit  Fees  for  Temporary  Structures  within  the  scope 
of  Paragraph  4980,  shall  be  charged  for  on  the  basis  of  length  of 
time,  as  stated  in  the  permit  that  such  structures  are  to  exist,  in 
accordance  with  the  following: 

Permit  Fees  for  each  temporary  structure  per  each  5,000  cubic 
feet  of  volume  or  portion  thereof  shall  be  $7.00  per  year  on  an 
annual  basis;  $3.00  per  month  on  a  monthly  basis;  $2.00  per 
week  on  a  weekly  basis. 

SECTION  173— FEES  FOR  RAZING  AND  MOVING

ing or  operating  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  a 
claw  machine  or  a  five-ball  pinball  machine  or  similar 
device  for  public  amusement  or  gain,  whose  opera- 
tion requires  the  insertion  of  a  coin  or  token,  and 
the  result  of  whose  operation  depends,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  upon  the  skill  of  the  operator,  whether  or

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  146  and  151 
of  Article  38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Traffic  Regulations",  sub-title  "Park- 
ing Meters",  said  sections  having  been  ordained 
by  Ordinance  No.  1346,  approved  March  4,  1955, 
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be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained, 
with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

146.  The  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  install, 
to  direct  the  installation,  or  order  the  installation 
of  parking  meters  on  the  portions  of  the  streets, 
thoroughfares  and  public  places  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore which  from  time  to  time  may  be  specified  in 
this  sub-title.  In  his  discretion  from  time  to  time 
and  as  he  may  deem  best  suited  for  the  traffic 
needs  of  the  particular  portion  of  the  streets, 
thoroughfares  and  public  places  of  this  City,  the 
parking  meters  may  be  of  a  twelve-minute, 
thirty-minute,  one-hour,  one  and  one-half  hour,  or 
two-hour  type  in  the  general  parking  areas  of  the 
City.  In  Sam  Smith  Park  and  other  special  park- 
ing areas,  the  parking  meters  may  be  of  a  one-hour 
or  ten-hour  type  for  ordinary  parking  (non-com- 
mercial), and  of  a  two-hour  or  twenty-hour  type  for 
truck  parking  (commercial).  The  Director  of 
Traffic  also  is  authorized  to  install  parking  meters 
with  other  variations  of  time,  at  rates  comparable 
to  those  specified  in  this  sub-title  for  the  same  type 
of  parking  area. 

151.  (a)  Twelve  Minute  Limit  Parking  Meters 
shall  require  for  operation  a  one-cent  United  States 
coin  for  each  twelve-minute  period  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  lawful  parking. 

(a-1)  Thirty  Minute  Limit  Parking  Meters  for 
use  in  general  parking  areas  shall  be  operated  at 
the  rate  of  five  cents  in  United  States  coin  for  each 
thirty-minute  period  or  fractional  part  thereof  of 
lawful  parking. 

(b)  Two  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for  use  in 
general  parking  areas  shall  be  operated  at  the  rate 
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of  five  cents  in  United  States  coin  for  each  thirty- 
minute  period  or  fractional  part  thereof,  of  legal 
parking. 

(c)  Ten  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for  ordi- 
nary parking  in  Sam  Smith  Park  and  other  special 
parking  areas  shall  be  operated  so  that  the  minimum 
charge  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  cents  in  United 
States  coin,  said  ten  cents  to  cover  the  first  hour  or 
fraction  thereof  of  legal  parking;  and  for  every 
additional  hour  or  fraction  thereof  an  additional 
charge  of  ten  cents  in  United  States  coin  shall  be 
made. 

(d)  Twenty  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for

permit  and  inspection  fees  applicable  to  certain  plumbing 
fixtures  and  equipment  and  relating  generally  to  the  permit 
and  inspection  fees  for  the  installation,  reconstruction,  addi- 
tion to  or  alteration  of  plumbing  and  sewage  systems, 
equipment  and  fixtures. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  242  (Par.  1)  of 
Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Health",  sub-title  "Plumbing",  sub- 
heading "Permits",  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

242.  (par.  1).  No  plumbing  systems,  bath  tub, 
wash-bowl,  sink,  water  closet,  urinal,  hot-water 
storage  tank  for  domestic  use,  or  other  plumbing 
or  drainage  fixture,  shall  be  installed,  altered  or 
removed;  no  sanitary  drainage  connection  of  any 
kind  shall  be  made ;  no  sewer,  house  drain,  soil  pipe, 
waste  pipe,  vent  pipe  or  water  supply  pipe  shall  be 
placed,  connected,  altered  or  removed  in  or  about 
any  building  or  structure  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  without  a  permit 
signed  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  assist- 
ant; provided,  however,  that  the  above  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  water  piping  in 
high  or  low  pressure  steam  systems;  water  piping 
for  steam,  hot  water  and  vapor  heating  system; 
refrigerator  systems,  fire  protection  or  automatic 
sprinkler  systems;  excepting  that  a  plumbing  per- 
mit must  be  issued  on  the  installation  of  the  final 
waste  pipe  connection  or  connections  made  directly 
to  the  sanitary  or  storm  water  sewers  or  to  branches 
from  the  same. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  charge  the  fol- 
lowing permit  and  inspection  fees: 

A.  A  minimum  permit  and  inspection  fee  of 
Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  shall  be  made  for  a  permit  to 
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connect  any  building  with  a  sanitary  sewer,  storm 
drain  or  individual  disposal  system  (when  such  is 
permitted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health)  and  shall 
include  the  installation  of  not  more  than  five  (5) 
fixtures.  In  addition  to  the  minimum  fee  of  Five 
Dollars  ($5.00),  a  charge  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  shall 
be  made  for  every  fixture  exceeding  five  (5). 

B.  A  minimum  permit  and  inspection  fee  of  Two 
Dollars  ($2.00)  shall  be  made  for  a  permit  to  install 
or  reconstruct  one  (1)  fixture  in  an  existing  build- 
ing already  connected  to  a  sanitary  sewer,  storm 
drain  or  individual  disposal  system.  In  addition  to 
the  minimum  fee  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00),  a  charge 
of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  shall  be  made  for  every  fix- 
ture exceeding  one  which  is  to  be  installed  or  recon- 
structed. 

C.  A  permit  and  inspection  fee  of  Two  Dollars 
($2.00)  shall  be  made  for  a  permit  to  install  a  foun- 
dation and  rain  leader  drains,  and  this  shall  include 
the  installation  of  a  sump  pit  and  pump  if  required. 
An  additional  fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  shall  be 
charged  for  each  cellar  entrance  areaway,  window 
areaway,  or  other  areaway  drain. 

D.  A  permit  and  inspection  fee  of  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00)  for  the  installation  of  an  individual  sew- 
age disposal  system  (when  such  is  permitted  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health),  which  shall  include 
a  percolation  test  when  required.  A  permit  and  in- 
spection fee  for  an  addition  or  alteration  to  an  exist- 
ing sewage  disposal  system  shall  be  Three  Dollars 
($3.00). 

No  person  shall  construct,  alter  or  repair  any 
plumbing  or  drainage  work  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
without  first  making  application  to  and  receiving 
from  the  Department  of  Health  a  permit,  which 
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shall  be  signed  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing 
and  countersigned  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
or  his  assistant. 

Blank  forms  of  application  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Department  of  Health  to  qualified  master 
plumbers.  All  applications  must  be  signed  by  the 
owner  of  the  premises  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentative or  agent,  and  his  address  written  under 
his  signature. 

The  conditions  of  such  permits  must  be  strictly 
complied  with  and  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the 
registered  master  plumber  to  whom  the  permit 
shall  have  been  issued,  or  under  his  supervision 
and  by  journeymen  in  his  employ.

warehouse  handlers,  Tenderers  and  collectors,  and  relating 
generally  to  the  possession  and  sale  of  meat  and  meat 
products  in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  46  of  Article  12 
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of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Health",  sub-title  "Meat  Inspection",  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amendments, 
to  read  as  follows: 

46.  (a)  No  person  shall  sell,  have,  keep  or  expose 
for  sale  for  human  food,  or  have  in  possession,  the 
flesh,  meat  and  products  or  meat  food  products  of 
any  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  swine  or  goats  unless  the 
same  shall  have  been  slaughtered  or  prepared  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  or  the  same 
shall  bear  the  inspection  legend  or  other  official 
mark  of  identification  of  a  Board  of  Health  whose 
meat  inspection  standard  is  equal  to  that  of  and 
recognized  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  establishing, 
maintaining  or  operating  any  business  as  herein 
classified  shall  procure  a  license  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  pay  therefor  an  annual  fee, 
in  advance,  in  accordance  with  the  following  sched- 
ule: 

(b)  Class  A — Slaughterers 

Slaughterers  shall  be  construed  to  include  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of 
slaughtering  of  food  animals,  such  as  cattle,  calves, 
swine,  sheep,  lambs  or  goats,  and  also  including  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  having  any  of  the  above 
enumerated  animals  slaughtered  for  him,  them  or  it 
in  any  plant  maintaining  or  operating  a  slaughter- 
ing business;  including  the  right  of  processing  of 
meat  and  meat  food  products;  including  the  right 
of  furnishing  cold  storage  and  refrigeration  on 
premises ;  manufacturing  meat  food  products,  pack- 
ing for  market ;  rendering  of  edible  fats  and  inedible 
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by-products;  handling  and  selling  of  such  products 
at  wholesale  and/or  retail  upon  the  premises  where 
slaughtered  and  prepared,  or  at  the  place  of  business 
of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  sending  the  above- 
named  animals  to  be  slaughtered. 

The  annual  license  fee  under  this  class  shall  be 
based  on  the  maximum  fee  for  any  one  species 
slaughtered  in  each  such  establishment,  said  maxi- 
mum fee  to  be  the  only  fee  collectible  for  each  such 
establishment,  as  follows:

15,000  head  per  annum 275.00 

Not  exceeding 

20,000  head  per  annum 300.00 

Exceeding 

20,000  head  per  annum 450.00 
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(c)  Class  B — Processors  and  Manufacturers 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  processing  of  meat  products,  manufacturing 
meat  food  products,  packing  them  for  market,  ren- 
dering of  edible  fats ;  and  to  engage  in  the  handling 
and  selling  of  such  products  at  wholesale  and/or 
retail,  a  license  fee  of  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00)  shall  be  charged  for  each  establishment  so 
engaged. 

The  term  "manufacturing"  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  subjecting  fresh  meat, 
prepared  meat  or  a  mixture  of  fresh  meat  and  pre- 
pared, with  one  or  more  of  the  following:  herbs, 
spices,  cereals,  common  salt,  sodium  nitrate,  sodium 
nitrite,  potassium  nitrate,  sugar,  a  syrup,  water  and 
vinegar. 

(d)  Class  C — County 

No  license  or  permit  for  handling  meat  or  meat- 
food  products  intended  for  use  or  sale  in  Baltimore 
City,  shall  hereafter  be  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
coming  under  Class  A — Slaughterers,  or  Class  B — 
Processors  and  Manufacturers,  whose  plant  or  place 
of  business  shall  be  located  beyond  the  corporate 
limits  of  Baltimore  City;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
the  rights  of  holders  of  such  licenses  or  permits  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  to  con- 
tinue to  hold  or  to  renew  the  same  annually;  but 
such  holders  shall,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  a 
license  fee,  pay  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,

1.  The  term  "wholesale"  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  making  of  sales  to 
the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, including  such  sales  by  brokers,  commission 
merchants,  jobbers,  packers'  agents  and  itinerant 
vendors,  and  shall  also  include  sales  in  quantities 
or  on  a  large  scale  to  hotels,  restaurants,  institu- 
tions, commissaries,  manufacturers  and  the  supply- 
ing of  branch  or  chain  establishments  from  a  central 
depot  or  store. 

2.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products  which  have  their  origin  outside  the  corpor- 
ate limits  of  the  state  and  who  shall  ship  such 
products  into  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  means  of 
steamship  lines,  railroads  or  motor  vehicle,  or  by 
maintaining  a  distributing  station,  place  or  ware- 
house within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  by  means  of 
vehicles  operated  upon  the  streets  of  the  City,  or 
who  shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  but  not  dis- 
tribute meat  and  meat  food  products  by  vehicle,  a 
license  fee  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  shall  be 
charged. 

3.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  at 
wholesale  to  the  retail  trade,  a  license  fee  of  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50.00)  shall  be  charged  for  each  such 
store,  stand,  stall  or  vehicle  so  engaged. 


(f )  Class  E — Retailers  of  Meat  and  Meat  Food 
Products 

1.  The  term  "retail  sale  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products"  as  used  in  this  sub-title  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  where  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  use, 
operate  or  maintain  any  building,  room,  stand,  en- 
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closure,  place  or  establishment  for  the  purpose  of 
selling,  offering  for  sale  or  keeping  with  the  inten- 
tion of  selling  or  distributing  at  retail,  any  article 
of  food  in  which  meat  and  meat  food  products 
(fresh,  cooked  or  smoked)  is  an  ingredient  and  is 
of  a  definite  and  considerable  portion  of,  or  is  used 
for  or  is  mixed  with  or  enters  into  the  composition 
of  any  food  used  or  intended  for  human  consump- 
tion. 

2.  Cured  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat  to  a  solu- 
tion of  common  salt  with  or  without  one  or  more 
of  the  following:  sodium  nitrate,  sodium  nitrite, 
potassium  nitrate,  sugar,  a  syrup,  honey,  spice. 

3.  Cooked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat,  meat 
food  products,  meat  by-products  and/or  cured  meat 
to  the  direct  action  of  heat,  such  as  roasting  and/or 
boiling. 

4.  Smoked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat,  dried 
meat,  or  cured  meat  to  the  direct  action  of  the  smoke 
either  of  burning  wood  or  of  similar  or  other  burn- 
ing material. 

5.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  at 
retail;  a  license  fee  shall  be  charged  for  each  such 
place  so  engaged,  as  follows: 

(a)  Retail  sale  of  meats  and  meat 
food  products,  including  the 
right  of  curing  and  cooking

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(g)  Class  F— Route  Trucks— Retail 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  at  retail 
from  any  vehicle  along  or  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  a  license  fee  of  Twenty-five  Dol- 
lars $25  shall  be  charged  for  each  such  vehicle  so 
engaged. 

(h)  Class  G — Storage  Warehouses 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  business  of  public  cold  storage  and/or  refrigera- 
tion of  meat  and/or  meat  food  products  a  license 
fee  of  Seventy-five  Dollars  (75.00)  shall  be  charged 
for  each  such  place  or  warehouse  so  engaged. 

(i)  Class  H — Renderers  and  Collectors  of 
Animal  Substances 

Shall  include  the  business  of  rendering  and  re- 
duction of  dead  carcasses  and  animal  substances, 
and  the  gathering  or  transferring  of  butcher's 
offals,  fats,  bones,  grease  or  any  animal  matter 
whatsoever. 

(a)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  rendering  or  reduction  of  dead  animals  and 
animal  substances,  collected  or  gathered  or  brought 
into  an  establishment  from  outside  of  the  premises, 
a  license  fee  of  Forty  Dollars  ($40)  shall  be  charged 
for  each  establishment  so  engaged. 

(b)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  collecting,  gathering  of  butcher's  offals,  bones, 
fats,  grease  or  any  animal  matter  whatsoever,  a 
license  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars  ($20)  shall  be  charged 
for  each  such  vehicle  so  engaged. 
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(j)  Permits 

Permits  shall  be  non-transferable  and  no  permit 
issued  hereunder  shall  authorize  the  holder  thereof 
to  carry  on,  engage  in  or  conduct  the  business  in  any 
place  or  places  other  than  described  and  set  out  in 
such  permit.

The  furnishing  of  a  false  application  or  false 
information  on  an  application  shall  be  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  sub-title.  Upon  the  filing  of  such 
application  the  Treasurer  shall  investigate  the  facts 
therein  stated,  and  if  the  Treasurer  finds  such  facts 
substantially  true,  he  may  issue  such  permit. 

The  Treasurer  may  in  his  discretion  refuse  any

ANIMATED  RIDING  DEVICES 

21  A.  (a)  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
operate  for  pay  or  reward  any  type  of  animated 
riding  device  unless  he  or  it  shall  first  have  obtained 
an  annual  license  so  to  do  from  the  City  Treasurer 
and  shall  have  paid  an  annual  license  fee  of  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  such  device. 

(b)  For  the  purposes  of  this  sub-title,  an  animated 
riding  device  is  denned  as  a  mechanical  and/or 
electrical  contrivance  in  some  such  form  as  a  rock- 
ing horse,  airplane,  boat  or  "space  ship"  (this  list 
being  illustrative  only,  and  not  exclusive),  or  other 
similar  or  comparable  contrivance  which,  upon  the 
insertion  of  a  coin  or  from  other  motivation,  gives 
a  moving  ride  or  activated  operation. 

(c)  Before  issuing  any  such  license,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  have  such  animated  riding  device  in- 
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spected  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  and 
shall  obtain  from  him  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
that  the  animated  riding  device  has  been  inspected 
and  is  mechanically  safe  for  operation.  As  a  condi- 
tion for  retaining  any  such  license,  the  applicant 
shall  present  to  the  City  Treasurer  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months  thereafter,  a  similar  certi- 
ficate of  inspection  and  safe  condition. 

(d)  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  each  ap- 
plicant for  a  license  herein  provided  for  to  furnish 
proof  of  financial  responsibility  in  the  form  of  a 
written  certificate  from  an  insurance  carrier  au- 
thorized to  transact  business  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land. Said  certificate  shall  state  that  the  applicant 
is  insured  against  liability  for  damage  including 
death  or  injury  to  persons  and  damage  to  property 
due  to  faulty  equipment  or  negligence,  and  indemni- 
fying the  City  against  any  suit  or  suits,  losses, 
claims,  damages  or  expense  to  which  the  City  may 
be  subjected  by  reason  of  any  damage  to  property

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IMPERSONATION  OF  INSPECTOR 

13 A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  (1)  falsely 
to  represent  or  imply  within  the  City  of  Baltimore 
that  he  is  an  inspector  or  other  official  or  employee 
of  any  department,  bureau,  board,  commission,  or 
other  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more; or  (2)  wilfully  to  make  a  false  representation 
or  implication  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  to  the 
condition,  workability  or  efficiency  of  any  building, 
structure,  mechanical  device,  or  other  thing  which

and  public  places  in  violation  of  parking  restrictions 
thereon;  and 

Whereas,  this  ordinance  was  adopted  for  the  im- 
provement of  traffic  conditions  by  the  removal  of 
parked  vehicles  on  streets  which  should  be  open  for 
the  full  movement  of  traffic ;  and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  ordinance 
should  be  revised  in  order  to  provide  a  more  con- 
venient possibility  for  the  addition  of  new  streets  to 
the  present  existing  law ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  44  and  45  of 
Article  38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Traffic  Regulations",  sub-title  "Im- 
pounding" ;  that  Ordinance  No.  267,  approved  April 
21,  1952,  Ordinance  No.  446,  approved  August  13, 

1952,  Ordinance  No.  893,  approved  December  10, 

1953,  Ordinance  No.  928,  approved  March  1,  1954, 
Ordinance  No.  1285,  approved  December  14,  1954 
and  Ordinance  No.  70,  approved  November  3,  1955, 
all  of  which  ordinances  amended  portions  of  said 
Sections  44  or  45;  that  Section  44A  of  said  Article 
and  sub-title,  as  said  section  was  separately  ordained 
by  Ordinance  No.  887,  approved  May  22,  1957,  Ordi- 
nance No.  913,  approved  May  31, 1957  and  Ordinance

or  which  is  on  or  in  such  a  place  with  no  state  motor 
vehicle  registration  tags  affixed  thereto;  or  which 
has  affixed  thereto  any  state  motor  vehicle  registra- 
tion tags  which  have  expired  or  which  are  otherwise 
illegal  or  invalid. 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  sub-title  shall  not  apply 
to  motor  vehicles  being  used  in  connection  with  any 
funeral,  wedding  or  religious  service,  when  applica- 
tion for  such  use  has  been  made  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner and  a  permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  for  the  particular  occasion  or  event, 
and  when  an  appropriate  identification  card  is  at- 
tached to  the  motor  vehicles. 

(d)  The  Police  Commissioner  is  authorized  and 
empowered  to  appoint  such  officers,  clerks  or  other 
personnel  and  to  purchase  such  equipment  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  sub-title, 
all  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates or  for  which  provision  may  later  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates. 

(e)  Notice  of  the  possible  removal  of  motor  ve- 
hicles on  the  portions  of  the  streets,  thoroughfares 
and  public  places  which  from  time  to  time  are  enu- 
merated in  this  sub-title  shall  be  posted  on  signs 
thereon  and  shall  read  as  follows : 
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CARS  TOWED  AWAY 

MINIMUM  PENALTY  $10.25 

The  phrase  "cars  towed  away"  is  defined  to  mean  the 
removal  of  a  motor  vehicle  by  the  Baltimore  City 
Police  Department,  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title. 

(f)  The  Police  Commissioner  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  charge  and  collect  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars 
($5.00)  for  each  vehicle  so  removed,  to  cover  the  cost 
of  removal  and  of  storage  for  a  period  of  not  exceed- 
ing forty-eight  (48)  hours.  There  shall  be  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  day  or 
fractional  part  thereof  after  the  said  forty-eight

(h)  If  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  vehicle  is  a 
resident  of  the  State,  it  shall  be  released  to  him  upon 
payment  of  the  removal  charge.

G.  Investigation  of  Fires.  Every  fire  shall  be  re- 
ported promptly  in  writing  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
same  by  the  officer  of  the  Fire  Department  in  whose 
district  such  fire  occurs.  Such  report  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  shall  contain  a  statement 
of  all  pertinent  facts  relating  to  the  cause,  origin  and 
circumstances  of  such  fire  and  the  general  extent  of 
the  damage  done,  and  such  other  information  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  refer  all  said  reports  to  the  Fire  In- 
vestigation Bureau,  hereinafter  created,  for  in- 
vestigation and  report. 

H.  Investigation  Bureau.  (1)  There  is  here- 
by authorized  and  continued  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment the  Fire  Investigation  Bureau.  Said  Bureau 
shall  consist  of  such  members  as  may  be  assigned 
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thereto  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  the  head  of  such  Bureau  shall  be  an 
officer  or  official  of  the  Fire  Department  holding 
the  rank  of  at  least  a  Battalion  Chief.  The  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  designate 
one  or  more  such  officers  or  officials  to  act  in  the 
absence  of  the  regularly  appointed  head  of  the  Fire 
Investigation  Bureau. 

(2)  The  Fire  Investigation  Bureau  shall  investi- 
gate fires  occurring  in  Baltimore  City  and  shall 
keep  a  complete  record  of  such  fires,  including  the 
cause  and  origin  thereof,  and  shall  keep  a  complete 
record  of  its  investigations.

incendiarism  is  suspected,  to  ascertain  the  person  or 
persons  responsible  therefor.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  10A  and  10B  of 
Article  24  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Police",  sub-title  "Electronic  Devices", 
said  sections  having  been  ordained  by  Ordinance 
231,  approved  February  2,  1956,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows: 
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10A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  to  use  any  electronic  device  or 
other  device  or  equipment  of  any  type  whatsoever 
in  such  manner  as  to  overhear  or  record  any  part 
of  the  conversation  or  words  spoken  to  or  by  any 
person  in  private  conversation  without  the  knowl- 
edge or  consent,  expressed  or  implied,  of  that  other 
person;  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  duly  authorized  public  law  enforcement 
officers  of  this  City  that  a  crime  has  been,  or  is 
being,  or  is  about  to  be  committed,  and  that  the 
use  of  such  electronic  devices  are  required  to  pre- 
vent the  commission  of  the  said  crime,  or  to  ap- 
prehend the  persons  who  shall  have  committed  it 
then  the  said  law  enforcement  officer  or  officers 
shall  submit  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  Baltimore 
City  the  evidence  upon  which  the  said  law  en- 
forcement officer  bases  his  contention  that  an  ex 
parte  order  authorizing  the  use  of  the  said  elec- 
tronic devices  is  necessary;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  said  State's  Attorney  of  Baltimore  City  that 
there  are  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  a  crime 
has  been  committed  or  is  being  committed  or  may 
be  committed  then  the  said  State's  Attorney  shall 
apply  to  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Bench 
of  Baltimore  City,  by  means  of  a  formal  ex  parte 
petition  for  the  issuance  of  an  order  authorizing 
the  use  of  the  said  electronic  devices  or  equipment, 
and  shall  make  oath  or  affirm  in  the  said  petition 
that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  that  a  crime 
may  be,  or  is  being,  or  has  been  committed  and  shall 
state  the  facts  upon  which  said  probable  cause  is 
based,  and  further,  that  the  use  of  the  said  elec- 
tronic devices  or  equipment  is  necessary  in  order 
to  prevent  the  commission  of,  or  to  secure  evidence 
of  the  commission  of  such  crime;  that  the  affiant 
shall  identify,  with  reasonable  particularity,  the 
device  or  devices  to  be  used,  the  place  or  places 
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where  they  are  to  be  used,  the  person  or  persons 
whose  conversation  is  to  be  intercepted,  the  crime 
or  crimes  which  are  suspected  to  have  been,  or 
about  to  be  committed,  and  that  the  evidence  thus 
obtained  will  be  used  solely  in  connection  with  an 
investigation  or  prosecution  of  the  said  crimes  be- 
fore any  such  ex  parte  order  shall  be  issued.  The 
applicant  must  state  whether  any  prior  application 
has  been  made  in  the  same  matter  and  if  such  prior 
application  exists  the  applicant  shall  disclose  the 
present  status  thereof.  The  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  satisfy  himself  that 
the  facts  stated  in  the  petition  indicate  that  there 
is  probable  cause  for  the  issuance  of  the  said  order. 
Such  ex  parte  order  shall  be  effective  for  the  time 
specified  in  the  order,  but  for  not  more  than  thirty 
days  unless  extended  or  renewed  by  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  upon  proper 
petition  meeting  the  same  requirements  as  the 
original  petition.  Any  ex  parte  order  so  issued 
shall  be  retained  by  the  applicant  as  authority  for 
the  use  of  the  electronic  device  or  equipment  there- 
in set  out  and  the  interception  of  the  conversa- 
tion sought  to  be  intercepted.  A  true  copy  of  such 
order,  together  with  any  exhibits  submitted  with 
the  petition  shall  be  sealed  and  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  in  which  the  order  is  issued,  at  the 
time  of  its  issuance,  provided,  however,  that  such 
order  shall  be  available  to  persons  in  interest  after 
arrest,  upon  order  of  the  Court.

property  of  every  description  used  entirely  or

nary municipal  purposes  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  extent,  in  the  manner, 
and  at  the  times  following : 

(i)  For  the  year  1959  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000)  or  twenty-five  percentum  (25%), 
whichever  is  the  greater  amount,  of  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  such  personal 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  as 
aforesaid ; 

(ii)  For  the  year  1960  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000)  or  fifty  percentum  (50%), 
whichever  is  the  greater  amount,  of  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  such  personal 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  as 
aforesaid ; 

(iii)  For  the  year  1961  fifteen  thousand  dollars

(c)  In  determining  the  fair  average  value  of 
the  inventory  for  sale  at  retail  for  the  twelve 
months  preceding  the  date  of  finality,  it  shall  be 
presumed  in  the  absence  of  clear  evidence  to  the 
contrary  that  a  ratio  of  the  entire  inventory  held 
by  the  taxpayer  during  said  period  shall  be  subject 
to  assessment  equal  to  the  ratio  that  the  total  re- 
tail sales  bear  to  the  total  sales  for  such  period. 
The  terms  "retail  sale"  and  "sale  at  retail"  as  used 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  sale  in 
any  quantity  or  quantities  of  any  tangible  personal 
property  to  any  person,  partnership,  association, 
corporation  or  other  legal  entity,  as  said  terms  are

the  ordinances  pertaining  to  the  ownership  and  operation  of 
bicycles  in  this  City,  requiring  a  biennial  license  for  all 
bicycles  and  providing  a  fee  therefor,  requiring  reports  from 
certain  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in  the 
business  of  buying  and  selling  bicycles,  and  relating  gen- 
erally to  the  ownership,  licensing,  control  and  operation  of 
bicycles  in  this  City. 

Section  1.    Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City

The  license  plates  or  seals  and 
the  registration  cards  shall  have  numbers  stamped 
thereon,  to  be  in  a  separate  series  for  each  calendar 
year,  and  shall  also  have  sufficient  language  stamped 
thereon  to  identify  the  plates  or  seals  and  the  regis- 
tration cards  as  having  been  issued  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  for  a  bicycle.  Metallic  license  plates  shall 
be  suitable  for  attachment  on  the  rear  fender  of  a 
bicycle,  with  one  such  plate  to  be  issued  for  each 
bicycle.  The  metallic  license  plate  shall  remain 
affixed  to  the  bicycle  during  the  period  for  which  it 
is  issued.  The  Police  Department  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  issue  of  each  license,  showing  the  date  issued, 
the  registration  number  and  the  name  and  address 
of  the  licensee. 

15.  The  biennial  license  fee  to  be  paid  for  each 
bicycle  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  Fifty  Cents  (50c0- 
For  a  bicycle  which  is  being  registered  for  the  first 
time,  the  license  fee  shall  be  Fifty  Cents  (50^). 
When  there  is  a  transfer  of  ownership  as  provided 
in  this  sub-heading,  the  fee  for  transfer  of  the  license 
shall  be  Fifty  Cents  (50(0.  If  a  license  plate  is  lost, 
a  charge  of  Fifty  Cents  (50(0  shall  be  made  for  issu- 
ing a  duplicate.  All  license  fees  collected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-heading  shall  be  paid  into  the 
general  funds  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  there 
shall  be  no  pro  rata  reduction  in  the  amount  of  any 
such  fee  or  charge  for  a  portion  of  any  biennial 
period. 

16.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in 
the  business  of  buying  second-hand  bicycles  is  re- 
quired to  make  a  weekly  report  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, specifying  (1)  the  name  and  address  of  the 
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person  from  whom  any  such  bicycle  was  purchased ; 
(2)  a  description  of  the  bicycle;  (3)  the  frame  or 
sprocket  number  and  (4)  the  number  of  the  metallic 
license  plate  affixed  thereto,  if  any.  The  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  apply  to  a  junk  dealer  or 
any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  purchasing  a 
whole  bicycle  or  the  frame  of  any  bicycle 

17.  Every  person,  lirm  or  corporation  engaged  in 
the  business  of  selling  new  or  second-hand  bicycles 
is  required  to  make  a  weekly  report  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  giving  a  list  of  all  delivered  sales 
made  during  the  week  and  including  in  the  list  for 
each  such  sale  (1)  the  name  and  address  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  the  bicycle  was  sold;  (2)  the  make  and 
type  of  the  bicycle,  together  with  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  it;  and  (3)  the  frame  or  sprocket  number. 
At  the  request  of  the  purchaser  or  transferee  of  the 
bicycle,  the  vendor  is  authorized  to  apply  in  the 
buyer's  name  for  the  biennial  license  required  here- 
inabove in  this  sub-heading.  A  period  of  ten  (10) 
days  following  the  sale  or  transfer  is  permitted  for 
filing  the  application. 

18.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion which  sells  or  transfers  ownership  of  any 
licensed  bicycle  to  report  the  delivered  sale  or  trans- 
fer by  returning,  within  seven  days  thereafter,  to  the 
Police  Department  the  registration  card  issued  for 
such  bicycle,  together  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  bicycle  was  sold  or  trans- 
ferred. It  is  the  duty  of  the  purchaser  or  transferee 
of  the  bicycle  to  apply  for  a  transfer  of  registration 
within  ten  days  following  the  delivered  sale  or  trans- 
fer, if  the  vendor  has  not  made  application  as  above 
provided. 

18 A.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  wilfully  or 
maliciously,  to  remove,  destroy,  mutilate  or  alter  the 
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number  on  any  bicycle  frame  or  sprocket  licensed 
pursuant  to  this  sub-heading.  It  also  is  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  remove,  destroy,  mutilate,  alter  or 
duplicate  any  license  plate,  seal  or  registration  card 
during  the  period  for  which  the  license  plate,  seal 
or  registration  card  is  operative.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  Police  Department  of  Baltimore  City 
from  stamping  a  number  on  the  frame  of  a  bicycle 
on  which  no  serial  number  can  be  found,  or  on  which 
the  number  is  illegible  or  insufficient  for  proper 
identification. 

18B.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  business  of  renting  bicycles  for  hire  shall 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  12  and  13 
of  this  sub-heading.  Each  bicycle  belonging  to  any 
such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be  licensed 
and  the  license  plate  or  seal  shall  be  affixed  to  the 
frame.  For  any  such  bicycle  held  for  rental  purposes, 
the  letter  "R"  shall  appear  on  the  license  plate  or 
seal  and  also  on  the  registration  card. 

18C.  Any  person  who  fails  to  secure  a  license  for 
a  bicycle,  as  required  in  this  sub-heading,  shall  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00) .  Any  person  violating  any 
other  provision  of  this  sub-heading  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  One  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($100.00)  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than 
three  (3)  months,  or  both  fined  and  imprisoned,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court.  In  addition  to  any  such 
penalty,  the  Police  Department  of  Baltimore  City  is 
authorized  to  impound  and  retain  possession  of  any 
bicycle  operated  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-heading  and  to  retain  such  possession 
until  the  bicycle  is  properly  licensed,  or  until  the 
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bicycle  is  otherwise  disposed  of  as  provided  in  this 
sub-heading.  The  laws  relating  to  control  and 
punishment  of  persons  under  sixteen  (16)  years  of 
age  shall  apply,  in  all  respects,  to  a  violation  of  this 
sub-heading  by  any  such  person. 

18-D.  The  Police  Department  of  Baltimore  City 
is  authorized  and  empowered,  by  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-title,  to  provide  for  its  administration  and 
enforcement. 

18-E.  A  bicycle  which  is  impounded  and  possessed 
by  the  Police  Department  under  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  be  held  by  the  Department  for  at 
least  ninety  (90)  days,  during  which  time  efforts 
shall  be  made  to  locate  the  owner  thereof.  At  any 
time  following  the  end  of  such  period,  and  if  the 
owner  cannot  be  located  or  ascertained,  the  Depart- 
ment is  authorized  and  empowered  to  dispose  of  the 
bicycle.  The  bicycle  may  be  given  to  any  charitable, 
non-profit,  or  eleemosynary  agency  or  institution  in 
Baltimore  City;  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Depart- 
ment it  may  be  disposed  of  at  a  public  sale,  at  least 
three  days'  notice  of  which  shall  have  been  given  to 
the  public.  In  the  latter  event,  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  Special  Fund  constituted 
by  Section  580  of  the  Public  Local  Laws  of  Balti- 
more City  (1949  Edition,  as  amended  from  time  to 
time) . 

Operation 

18-F.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  propel  a 
bicycle  upon  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or 
public  ways  of  this  City  at  night,  unless  it  is  pro- 
vided with  a  head  lamp  and  with  a  rear  lamp  or 
reflector. 
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18-G.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  riding  a  bi- 
cycle on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  public 
ways  of  this  City  to  coast  by  inertia  or  momentum 
without  having  both  feet  on  the  pedals,  or  to  ride 
without  at  least  one  hand  firmly  gripping  the  handle- 
bars, or  to  perform  any  trick  or  fancy  riding,  or  to 
ride  in  any  manner  so  as  not  to  have  the  bicycle 
under  control. 

18-H.  It  is  unlawful  for  more  persons  than  one  to 
be  on  a  bicycle  simultaneously  while  it  is  in  motion 
on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  public  ways  of 
this  City. 

18-1.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  propel  a 
bicycle  on  any  sidewalk  or  footway  of  this  City. 
However,  when  dismounted  and  on  foot,  he  may  lead 
the  bicycle  on  a  sidewalk  or  footway  in  such  manner 
as  not  to  cause  obstruction  thereon;  and  he  may 
allow  the  bicycle  to  remain  standing  on  the  sidewalk 
or  footway  in  such  manner  as  not  to  cause  obstruc- 
tion thereon. 

18- J.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this 
sub-heading  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each 
such  offense.  The  laws  relating  to  control  and  punish- 
ment of  persons  under  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age 
shall  apply,  in  all  respects,  to  a  violation  of  this  sub- 
heading by  any  such  person. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  October  1,  1958.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  Will's 
Dairy  Incorporated,  a  corporation,  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  an  overhead  chain  conveyor  on  a  steel  struc- 
ture; the  said  conveyor  to  be  located  above  and  across 
a  12-foot  alley  known  as  Duker  Court  between  South 
Washington  Street  and  South  Castle  Street  about  75  feet 
west  of  South  Castle  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  author- 
ity be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  Will's 
Dairy  Incorporated,  a  corporation  its  successors  and 
assigns,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Grantee,  to  con- 
struct, erect  and  maintain  at  its  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years, 
a  chain  conveyor  above  and  across  the  surface  of 
Duker  Court,  a  12-foot  alley  running  east  from  the 
east  building  line  of  South  Washington  Street  to  the 
west  building  line  of  South  Castle  Street  and  run- 
ning parallel  to  Eastern  Avenue  and  Fleet  Street;

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  maintain 
the  said  chain  conveyor  in  good  condition  as  long  as 
it  remains  in  and  over  said  street. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  sum  of 
Thirty-six  Dollars  ($36.00)  per  annum,  or  such 
sum  or  sums  as  the  Board  of  Estimates  may,  from 
time  to  time,  fix  or  determine,  all  charges  to  be  pay- 
able in  advance  during  the  continuance  of  said 
franchise. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the

first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor  from 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall 
in  the  application  for  such  permission  and  permits 
agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind  and 
nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal,  alteration 
or  interference. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  build- 
ings or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed 
or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  over  which  said  build- 
ings or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  constructed  or 
erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have  been 
removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring 
to  erect  such  buildings  or  structures.  Railroad  tracks 
shall  be  taken  to  be  "structures"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highways,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein,  for 
the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of  any  or 
all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights 
of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall 
be  regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and 
all  applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition),  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all 
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ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assess- 
ments and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference.

(Council  No.  1837) 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tions 27,  32,  33,  35,  37,  42  and  43  of  Article  15  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Inspections,  Weights 
and  Measures",  sub-title  "Coal",  Section  32  thereof  having 
been  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1119,  approved  November 
20,  1957,  transferring  the  administration  of  the  ordinance 
concerning  solid  fuel  and  solid  fuel  dealers  from  the  City 
Treasurer  to  the  Engineer  of  Tests,  head  of  the  Bureau  of 
Tests  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  imposing  a  per- 
mit fee  for  the  business  of  selling  solid  fuel,  and  relating 
generally  to  solid  fuel  dealers  and  the  sale  of  solid  fuel 
in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  27,  32,  33,  35, 
37,  42  and  43  of  Article  15  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Inspections,  Weights  and 
Measures",  sub-title  "Coal",  Section  32  thereof 
having  been  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1119,  ap- 
proved November  20,  1957,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read 
as  follows: 

27.  Definitions.    Whenever  used  in  this  sub-title : 

(a)  "Solid  Fuel"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
anthracite,    semi-anthracite,    bituminous    or   semi- 
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bituminous  coal,  lignite  coal,  briquettes,  boulets, 
coke,  gas  house  coke,  petroleum  carbon,  petroleum 
coke,  or  any  manufactured  or  patented  fuel  not  sold 
by  liquid  or  metered  measure,  except  charcoal. 

(b)  "Solid  Fuel  Dealer"  shall  mean  and  include 
any  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  or 
transporting  solid  fuel. 

(c)  "Engineer  of  Tests"  or  "Engineer"  shall 
mean  the  Engineer  of  Tests  (who  is  the  head  of 
the  Bureau  of  Tests,  one  of  the  Bureaus  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works),  or  his  duly  author- 
ized representative. 

(d)  "Person"  shall  mean  and  include  natural 
persons,  partnerships,  corporations  and  unincorpo- 
rated associations. 

32.  Application  for  Permit,  (a)  A  person  before 
engaging  in  the  business  of  selling  solid  fuel,  or 
representing  himself  as  doing  so,  shall  file  a  written 
application  for  a  permit  with  the  Engineer  of 
Tests.  Such  application  shall  be  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed by  such  Engineer  and  shall  be  verified  by 
the  applicant  under  oath. 

(b)  Each  application  shall  contain  (1)  the  ap- 
plicant's name  and  business  address  or  addresses; 
(2)  the  number  of  vehicles  owned,  titled  or  licensed 
in  applicant's  name  or  to  be  used  by  him  in  engaging 
in  such  business;  (3)  the  license  numbers,  the 
motor  and  serial  numbers,  and  the  type  and  make 
of  such  vehicles;  (4)  the  name  of  the  surety  offered; 
(5)  the  number  of  times,  if  any,  that  each  individual 
applicant  has  been  convicted  in  any  court  in  the 
United  States,  including  magistrate's  courts,  of 
violating  any  laws  or  ordinances  regulating  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  solid  fuel,  giving  the  date,  the  name 
and  place  of  the  court,  the  offense  and  the  sentence. 
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The  information  here  required  to  be  given  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  and  essential,  and  a  prerequisite 
to  the  issuance  of  such  permit.  A  fee  of  $1.00  shall 
accompany  each  application,  such  fee  to  be  used  by 
the  Engineer  of  Tests  in  servicing  each  application. 

(c)  The  furnishing  of  a  false  application  or  false 
information  on  an  application  shall  be  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  sub-title.  Upon  the  filing  of  such 
application  the  Engineer  of  Tests  shall  investigate 
the  facts  therein  stated,  and  if  the  Engineer  of 
Tests  finds  such  facts  substantially  true,  he  may 
issue  such  permit. 

(d)  The  Engineer  of  Tests  may  in  his  discretion 
refuse  any  application  for  a  permit  if  he  is  con- 
vinced from  all  evidence  before  him  that  the  ap- 
plicant has  been  convicted  in  any  court  in  the 
United  States,  including  magistrate's  courts,  of 
violating  any  law  or  ordinance  regulating  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  solid  fuel. 

(e)  The  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  $25.00 
per  year.  Permits  issued  for  less  than  a  year  shall 
be  prorated  on  a  monthly  basis,  but  no  fee  shall  be 
less  than  $10.00  and  there  shall  be  no  rebating  on 
revoked  or  remitted  permits. 

(f )  All  such  permits  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day 
of  June  in  each  year.  Each  such  permit  when  issued 
shall  contain  an  identifying  number  and  shall  be 
displayed  in  the  principal  office  of  such  solid  fuel 
dealer. 

33.  Vehicle  Certificate,  (a)  the  Engineer  of 
Tests  shall  issue  to  each  permit  holder  a  cer- 
tificate for  each  transporting  vehicle  set  forth  in 
the  application  for  a  permit.  Said  certificate  shall 
contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  solid  fuel  dealer 
operating  such  vehicle,  the  license  number  of  such 
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vehicle,  the  serial  and  motor  number,  type  and  make 
thereof.  Such  certificate  shall  be  carried  upon  the 
transporting  vehicle  for  which  it  is  issued.  It  shall 
be  displayed  to  any  inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
Engineer  of  Tests  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  police 
officer  at  his  request,  whether  or  not  a  violation  of 
this  or  any  other  law  is  suspected.  Substitute  or  ad- 
ditional vehicles  may  be  operated  by  any  permit 
holder  upon  application  on  forms  supplied  by  the 
Engineer  of  Tests  for  a  certificate  for  each  sub- 
stitute or  additional  vehicle.  The  Engineer  of  Tests 
shall  charge  a  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  certificate  so 
issued,  to  be  paid  by  the  permit  holder. 

(b)  Any  person  operating  such  transporting  ve- 
hicle without  such  certificate  or  with  a  false  certifi- 
cate, or  operating  a  transporting  vehicle  with  a  cer- 
tificate which  does  not  correspond  to  the  matters 
and  facts  concerning  the  vehicle  described  there- 
in, or  who  refuses  to  display  a  certificate  or  who  re- 
fuses to  have  his  vehicle  weighed  when  requested  to 
do  so  by  the  proper  officer  upon  due  demand  by  an 
inspector  or  official  of  the  Engineer  of  Tests  or  other 
law  enforcement  officer,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  this  sub-title. 

35.  Bond.  Before  a  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Engineer  of  Tests,  each  solid  fuel  dealer  shall 
furnish  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $500.00  with 
corporate  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  Engineer 
of  Tests.  Such  bond  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall 
be  conditioned  that  such  solid  fuel  dealer  shall  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  shall  pay  all 
damages  occasioned  to  any  person  by  reason  of  any 
violation  or  violations  of  the  provisions  herein  con- 
tained, shall  pay  all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  for 
any  unlawful  act  or  omission  of  such  solid  fuel  deal- 
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er  while  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  duties  as 
such,  and  shall  save  harmless  any  purchaser  in- 
volved in  any  transaction  pertaining  to  the  sale  or 
delivery  by  him  of  solid  fuel  wherein  such  purchaser 
shall  suffer  as  a  result  of  improper  weighing,  short 
weight,  or  defective  quality  of  solid  fuel  delivered 
to  such  purchaser.  The  bond  shall  be  conditioned 
further  that  direct  action  may  be  maintained  there- 
on by  any  party  for  damages  sustained  or  suffered 
through  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title.  A  surety  shall  not  be  released  from 
any  future  liability  on  said  bond  without  fifteen 
days'  notice  of  his  intention  to  discontinue  and  can- 
cel its  bond,  such  notice  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Engineer  of  Tests. 

37.  Suspension  and  Revocation.  The  Engineer 
of  Tests  shall  summarily  revoke  the  permit  of  any 
solid  fuel  dealer  who  shall  fail  to  maintain  his 
bond  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  Engineer  of 
Tests  may  revoke  or  suspend  the  permit  of  any 
solid  fuel  dealer  who  may  be  found  to  have  violated 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  after  hearing  and 
upon  due  notice  to  said  solid  fuel  dealer. 

42.  Power  of  Engineer  of  Tests.  The  Engineer 
of  Tests  is  empowered  to  hear  and  determine  all 
complaints  against  permit  holders.  When  investi- 
gating any  matters  pertaining  to  the  granting, 
issuing,  renewing,  revoking,  suspending,  or  cancel- 
ling of  any  permit,  the  Engineer  of  Tests  is  author- 
ized to  conduct  hearings  and  take  such  testimony  as 
may  be  necessary.  Such  Engineer  of  Tests  is  also 
authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  administer  oaths 
and  direct  the  production  of  necessary  books  and 
papers. 

43.  Certificate   of   Origin,      (a)    No   solid   fuel 
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brought  into  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  motor  vehicle 
shall  be  hauled,  transported,  purchased,  sold  or  de- 
livered in  the  City  of  Baltimore  from  outside  the 
State  of  Maryland  unless  such  solid  fuel  is  at  all  times 
accompanied  by  an  original  certificate  of  origin  in 
duplicate  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State 
in  which  the  solid  fuel  originated  and  containing  the 
following  information :  (1)  the  name  or  names  and 
location  of,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  owners  or 
operators  of  the  breaker,  colliery  or  other  place  or 
places  of  production  where  the  solid  fuel  to  which 
the  certificate  refers,  has  been  produced;  (2)  the 
kind,  size  and  weight  of  the  solid  fuel;  (3)  the  name 
and  address  of  person  claiming  ownership  of  said 
solid  fuel ;  (4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  driver  of 
the  motor  vehicle  transporting  said  solid  fuel  and 
the  State  motor  vehicle  registration  number  of  said 
vehicles;  and  the  date  of  loading  said  vehicle;  (5) 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  said  solid  fuel  is  to  be  delivered. 

(b)  Every  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle  bringing 
solid  fuel  into  the  City  shall,  before  delivering  the 
same,  proceed  for  weighing  to  a  scale  operated  by  a 
licensed  weighmaster  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  At 
the  time  of  weighing  every  such  driver  shall  file 
with  the  weighmaster  a  duplicate  of  the  required 
certificate  of  origin  covering  said  solid  fuel.  Such 
duplicate  certificate  shall  thereafter  within  one 
week,  be  filed  with  the  Enginer  of  Tests  by  the 
said  weighmaster  with  whom  said  certificate 
was  first  filed.  Duplicate  certificates  of  origin  so 
filed  with  the  Engineer  of  Tests  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection  during  reasonable  hours  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations  of  the  Engineer  of 
Tests. 

(c)  Any  person  hauling,  transporting,  selling  or 
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delivering  or  causing  directly  or  indirectly  to  be 
hauled,  transported,  sold  or  delivered  any  solid  fuel 
brought  into  the  City  of  Baltimore  from  outside  the 
State  of  Maryland  by  motor  vehicle,  unaccompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  origin,  or  accompanied  by  a  false 
or  fraudulent  certificate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  this  sub-title. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  or  construed  to 
affect  or  impair  any  permit  issued  under  said  sub- 
title and  in  force  at  the  time  this  ordinance  is  effec- 
tive, for  the  remainder  of  the  period  for  which  the 
permit  was  issued. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

new  name  of  said  portion  of  Northern  Parkway  to  be 
Lake  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  name  of  that  portion 
of  Northern  Parkway  beginning  at  York  Road  at  a 
point  opposite  the  intersection  of  Lake  Avenue  and 
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York  Road  and  running  thence  easterly  to  the  west 
side  of  Dunroming  Road  be  and  it  is  hereby  changed 
and  that  said  portion  of  Northern  Parkway  shall 
hereafter  be  known  as  Lake  Avenue. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the  Asso- 
ciated Jewish  Charities  of  Baltimore,  a  body  corporate, 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  use,  in  and  across  the  bed  of 
Belvedere  Avenue,  about  280  feet  northeast  of  Lanier  Ave- 
nue, an  underground  electric  duct  conduit  line  and  a  steam 
main  and  return  main  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  elec- 
tricity and  steam  to  supply  the  needs  of  said  corporation 
on  adjacent  property. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  the  Associated 
Jewish  Charities  of  Baltimore,  a  corporation,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  Grantee,  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  25  years,  (1)  one  1-foot  x 
2-foot  2-inch  fibre  underground  electric  duct,  contain- 
ing the  necessary  wires  and  appurtenances,  encased 
in  concrete,  and  (2)  one  5-inch  steam  main  and 
2-inch  return  main  with  appurtenances  encased  in 
concrete,  in  and  across  Belvedere  Avenue,  about  280 
feet  northeast  of  the  northeast  building  line  of 
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Lanier  Avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
power  and  electric  circuits  and  steam  to  supply  the 
needs  of  said  Grantee  on  adjacent  property. 

The  center  line  of  said  underground  electric  duct, 
including  concrete  encasement,  being  located  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  southeast  building 
line  of  Belvedere  Avenue,  60  feet  wide,  at  a  point 
about  286  feet  northeast  of  the  northeast  building 
line  of  Lanier  Avenue,  and  running  thence  north- 
westerly in  and  across  Belvedere  Avenue  for  a 
distance  of  about  63  feet  to  intersect  the  northwest 
building  line  of  Belvedere  Avenue  at  a  point  located 
about  280  feet  northeast  of  the  northeast  building 
line  of  Lanier  Avenue,  if  extended  in  a  northwesterly 
direction.  The  over-all  size  of  the  construction,  in- 
cluding duct,  wires,  appurtenances,  and  concrete 
encasement,  shall  be  approximately  1  foot  in  depth 
and  approximately  2  feet  2  inches  in  width;  all  as 
shown  on  the  photostats  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof. 

The  center  line  of  said  steam  main  and  return 
main,  including  concrete  encasement,  being  located 
as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  southeast  building 
line  of  said  Belvedere  Avenue,  60  feet  wide,  at  a 
point  about  280  feet  northeast  of  the  northeast 
building  line  of  Lanier  Avenue,  and  running  thence 
northwesterly  in  and  across  Belvedere  Avenue  for  a 
distance  of  about  63  feet  to  intersect  the  northwest 
building  line  of  Belvedere  Avenue  at  a  point  located 
about  273  feet  northeast  of  the  northeast  building 
line  of  Lanier  Avenue,  if  extended  in  a  northwesterly 
direction.  The  over-all  size  of  the  construction,  in- 
cluding steam  main,  return  main,  appurtenances, 
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and  concrete  encasement,  shall  be  approximately  1 
foot  3  inches  in  depth  and  approximately  1  foot 
9  inches  in  width;  all  as  shown  on  the  said  photo- 
stats attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
duct,  mains,  appurtenances,  and  encasements  shall 
be  constructed  and  completed  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  or  his  duly  authorized  representa- 
tive. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  the  right 
to  erect  poles  or  other  apparatus  above  ground. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times  to 
exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation,  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant  and  not  in- 
consistent with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
franchise  or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the 
grant. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  main- 
tain the  said  duct,  mains,  appurtenances,  and  encase- 
ments in  good  condition  as  long  as  they  remain  in 
said  street. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
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successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  or  right 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  flat  sum  of  Five  Dollars 
($5.00). 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same,  which 
shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that 
nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of 
any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right  to 
revoke  the  right  and  privilege  hereby  granted  at 
any  time  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest, 
welfare,  safety,  or  convenience  require  such  revoca- 
tion, and  upon  written  notice  to  that  effect  from  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City,  served  upon  the  Grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  revoked  right 
and  privilege  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termination 
of  the  right  and  privilege  by  this  ordinance  granted, 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall, 
at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly  remove  said  duct, 
mains,  appurtenances,  and  encasements  and  shall, 
also,  at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly  restore  and 
repave  said  street  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  or  his  duly  au- 
thorized representative. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  damages,  or  ex- 
penses to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  on  account  of, 
by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from : 

(a)  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  reconstruction,  repair,  loca- 
tion, relocation,  or  removal  of  said  structures  and 
facilities  or  any  of  them ;  and/or

2.  (a)  Every  person,  firm,  association  or  corpora- 
tion owning  or  operating  any  hotel  in  Baltimore 
City  shall  collect  the  taxes  herein  levied  and  im- 
posed from  the  persons  paying  the  rental  or  other 
charges  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  room  or 
rooms  in  his  or  its  hotel,  and  shall  pay  the  same  to 
the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  February  10,  1958, 
and  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  each  month 
thereafter.  At  the  same  time  that  any  such  pay- 
ment is  made  to  the  City  Treasurer,  the  party  mak- 
ing such  payment  shall  file  with  the  City  Treasurer 
a  statement,  on  such  forms  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  showing  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected  during  the  preceding  period,  and  setting 
forth  such  other  data  and  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

(b)  The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to 
adopt  or  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as
